WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Wen- 
dell Willkie, avowed candidate for 
the Republican nomination for 
President, has thoroughly explored 
the possibilities of forming a third 
political party, presumably with 
the thought of leading an inde- 
pendent movement out of the Re- 
publican party should the conven- 
tion next summer compromise on 
the foreign issue and name a com- 
promise candidate unacceptable to 
him. 

From an authoritative source, 
the Post-Dispatch has learned that 
Willkie has canvassed the _ tech- 
nicalities for getting a third-party 
candidate on the ballot in each of 


the 48 states—Mequirements vary 
from state to state. Following the 
third-party move of the elder La 
Follette in 1924, many states tight- 
ened the restrictions, making it 
very difficult to present a third- 


party candidate short of arduous 

efforts in gathering petitions and 

an enforced waiting period. 
Willkie’s Comment, 

Reached in New York and asked 
about possible third-party inten- 
tions, Willkie said: 

“So many stories are circulated 
about me by both my friends and 
my enemies that I do not bother 
either to confirm or deny them, I 
do not think I care to comment 
further at this time.” 

Some of Willkie’s closet friends 
ere convinced that he will walk 
out of the Republican party should 
conservative political leaders domi- 
nate next year’s convention, side- 
tracking not merely Willkie himself 
but the ideas he has championed 
and even another candidate whom 
he could support. Conceivably, 
should the G. O. P. convention be 
deadlocked, Willkie could approve 
a compromise candidate such as 
former Gov. Harold Stassen of Min- 
nesota, who has taken a strong in- 
ternational stand. 

But with increasing evidence 
that Gov. Thomas Dewey of 
New York has the support of the 
Hoover-Landon faction and power- 
ful financial interests such as the 
Pews of Pennsylvania, it becomes 
extremely doubtful whether Will- 
kie would support Dewey for Pres- 
ident. It would not, of course, be

ABROAD, SERVICE PAPER HINTS 


Army and Navy Journal So Inter- 
prets Naming of Gen. Reckord 
for European’ = Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The Army and Navy Journal said 
today that the recent appointment 
of Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord 
as Provost Marshal for the Euro- 
pean theater “may be taken as the 
first public indication that Gen.

9.4 PCT. RISE IN DEATHS 
ASSOCIATED WITH INFLUENZA 


Mild Epidemic in U. S., Health 
Service Says, Affecting 10 
Per Cent in Some Areas. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Announcing an increase of 9.4 per 
cent in deaths from all causes had 
been reported from 87 cities of 
the nation for the week ending 
Dec. 4, the U. 8S. Public Health 
Service said today the rise “is pre- 
sumably associated with” the limit- 
ed epidemic of “mild” influenza 
which has affected 10 per cent of 

the population in some areas. 

“But many of the excess deaths,” 
the service asserted in a statement, 
“probably have occurred as a re- 
sult of a respiratory infection su- 
perimposed on serious chronic con- 
ditions, such as heart disease, par- 
ticularly among older people. In 
other words, the form of influenza 
now prevalent is not of a virulent 
type resulting in a high case 
fatality.”

MORE YOUNG MEN

Plan Under Discussion to 
Give Virtually No More 
Job Deferments to 
Those Under 22. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Selective Service headquarters to- 
day ordered draft boards to delay 
the calling of pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers as long as possible, and 
set out on a quest for more young, 
single men and perhaps, 4-F's, to 
serve in the armed forces. 

Lt. Col. Francis V. Keesling, 
liaison officer of the Selective 
Service system, told reporters a 
plan was under discussion under 
which no draft registrant under 
22 years old would be granted de- 
ferment because of his job—except 
in cases where the law makes such 
deferments mandatory, 

This would sharply cut the num- 
ber of young men deferred for 
occupational reasons, because the 
law calls for mandatory defer- 
ments for only limited classes, 
such as clergymen, irreplaceable 
farmers, elected officials and medi- 
cal students, 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Military Com- 


mittee said Selective Service Direc- | 


tor Lewis B. Hershey testified at 
a closed session today that the 
idea of lowering physical standards 
to take in some 4-Fs (men below 
~~ physically) would be explored 
ully. 

Plan to Curtail Exemptions. 

This quest for unmarried men 
develops from the enactment of 
the law directing the deferment of 
fathers as far as possible. Early in 
the day May quoted Hershey as 
saying that when fathers must be 
drafted, they will be called by age 
groups, calling up the 18 to 21 
group first, and later the groups 
up to 25. Later, however, officials 
said this was a misunderstanding, 
and that what was really under 
consideration was the plan to cur- 
tail occupational deferments for 
men under 22, 

At a press conference called late 
today in the office of May, Col. 
Keesling emphasized that the plan 
was only prospective. If it became 
operative and proved feasible, he 
added, the age limit might later be 
stepped up to 25. 

The War Department, he said, 
has already administratively de- 
termined that it would make no 
more requests for deferment of its 
employes under 22. 

O age segregation plan is now 
in effect, Col. Keesling emphasized, 
in expanding on testimony given 
by Hershey earlier. 

Change in Tests Up to Army: 

Officials have said a change in 
the Army’s physical tests ‘might 
materially reduce the rate of in- 
duction of fathers, However, such 
standards are set by the Army, 
not Selective Service, and whether 
they will be changed remaifs 
highly problematical. 

The newly signed draft law, 
which seeks to delay drafting of 
fathers if possible, sets up a com- 
mission of five doctors to re-exam- 
ine physical standards to see if 
they can be lowered. 

Order to Draft Boards. 

May held a conference today 
with Hershey and announced aft- 
erward that Hershey had tele- 
graphed draft boards to defer fa- 
thers as long-as it was possible to 
get their quotas otherwise.

Americans Meet Stiff Re- 
sistance in Push on Val- 
ley Defenses Guarding 
Rome Road — Peak 
Taken in Advance.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 11 (AP).—The Amer- 
ican Fifth Army has increased ifs 
threat to the Germans blocking 
tLe road to Rome in the upper 
Garigliano valley by a mile thrust 
that captured an important height, 
and the British Eighth Army, in 
bitter fighting, has taken San Le- 
onardo, on the north bank of the 
Moro River, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

One section of Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark’s Fifth Army was battering 
its way todward Cassino from the 


east while others of his troops 
fought toward Cassino from the 
eouth, These units ran into a 
roaring battle for San Pietro, forti- 
fied village southeast of Cassino, 
Italians Driven Back, 

For the fi ime, Italian troops 
rwere in the; fray as organized 
units, They’ advanced into the 
hills norte of Mignano on the 
Fifth Army front, but were hurled 
back by a counterattack of tinité 
of the Hermann Goering Armored 
division, 

In addition to putting army 
units in the line to back up Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio’s promise that 
Italians would help drive the Ger- 
mans from their native soil, the 
Badoglio Government moved to 
give bands of fighting Italian pa- 
triots in German-hell territory 
protection under intérnational law. 
It ordered these men to wear dis- 
tinctive insignia, thus making 
them in effect a part of Italian 
fighting forces. 

Detailing bitter fighting on the 
Eighth Army’s sector of the front, 
the Allied communique said “a 
second bridgehead has been estab- 
lished over the Moro River despite 
considerable opposition.” 

Allied headquarters previously 
had reported two crossings of the 
Moro, but it was explained today 
that these were both made at the 
same bridgehead, near the coast. 
The second bridge reported estab- 
lished today is farther inland,

RUSSIANS CHECK 
MASSED NAZI TANK 
SMASH AT KIEV 
IN FIERCE BATTLE 


Germans Attacking on 
40-Mile Front West of 
Ukraine Capital — 
Reds, Advance 8 Miles 
In Dnieper Bend.

LONDON, Dec. 12 (Sunday) 
(AP),—Russian defenders, success- 
fully absorbing the power of 
massed German armor attacking 
west of Kiev in one of the great- 
est battles of the war, hurled back 
the Germans from momentary 
gains, wrecked 103 tanks and 
killed 1500 men, Moscow an- 


nounced at midnight. 
At the same time the Russian 
Second Ukrainian Army in the 


‘south continued its offensive in the 


Dnieper Bend, capturing 12 more 
towns, including the district cen- 
ter of Novgorodka, 19 miles south- 
east of Kirovograd and the rail- 
way station of Sakharnoye, 17 
miles northeast of Kirovograd, and 
killing 1300 Germans, 

In the thrust which resulted in 
the capture of Novgorodka, the 
Russians advanced eight miles in 
a day and poised the threat of an 
attack om Kirovograd from the 


south. 

Berlin sagt announced earlier 
that in the Dnieper Bend German 
troops had exacuated the town of 
Chigrin, midway between Cherkasy 
and Kremenchug, and that street 
fighting was going on in Cherkasy. 

All-Out Fight for Kiev. 

Over 70 German troop carriers 
and trucks were destroyed and 
prisoners captured by the Russians 
in the all-out battle south and 
southwest of Malin, 55 miles from 
Kiev, where the Germans were at- 
tacking on a 40-mile front in a 
drive to retake the Ukrainian 
capital. 

The Moscow communique said 
that in one sector about 5000 Ger- 
man infantrymen, backed by’ a 
large group of tanks, succeeded in 
taking a single height in a morn- 
ing attack. By the end of the day 
the Russians with their own tanks 
and self-propelled artillery had 
blasted the Germans from the 
height “completely restoring posi- 
tions.” 

The toll of German tanks 
claimed in the Moscow commu- 
nique was the greatest yet taken 
in 24 hours of fighting in this 
area, The Germans have had the 
initiative for almost two months, 
tearing at the Russian salient 
which once extended west to Zhito- 
mir and Korotsen.

NAZIS START WAR TRAINING 
’ GENTERS FOR |7-YEAR-OLDS 


Thousands to Be Given Technical 
Training Prior to Induction * 
Into Actual Service. 

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Berlin dispatches reported today 
that Munitions Production Min- 
ister Albert Speer had established 
eight barrack camps and was plan- 
ning 24 more for the schooling of 
17-year-old youths in the use of 
technical weapons, such as new 
rocket artillery, U-boats, tanks 
and aircraft. 

Tens of thousands of this 1926 
class, which will be called up next 
summer for service at the front, 
will receive preliminary training. 


FORTRESSES’ NEW CHIN GUNS 
GET THEIR FIRST NAZI PLANE 


Focke-Wulf 190, ‘Coming in Dead 
Ahead,’ Caught Fire After 
‘40 Bursts.’ 


A UNITED STATES FLYING 
FORTRESS BASE IN BRITAIN, 
Dec. 11 (AP).—Lt. T. B. Nelson, 
of Port Tampa City, Fia., is the 
first Flying. Fortress bombardier 
to file a claim to shooting down a 
German fighter with the new chin 
turret: guns since the disclosure 
that the big bombers are equipped 
with the additional armament. 


The destruction of the Focke- 
Wulf 190 in today’s raid on Emden, 
Germany, was verified by two 
of Nelson’s fellow gunners, who 
said they saw the German craft 
spin to the ground and explode. 

“The fighter was coming in dead 
ahead of us and was about 600 
yards away when I got him in my 
sight,” Nelson recounted. “I 
tracked him in to 150 yards with 
short bursts, then when he rolled 
over slightly to attack another 
Fortress he laid himself open to 
at least 40 bursts from my guns. 
He broke into flames, turned over 
and headed straight for the 
ground.” 


TIRPITZ STILL LYING IN FJORD 


Two Norwegian Cruisers Reported 
Nearby as Guard, 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 11 (AP). — 
The 35,000-ton German battleship 
Tirpitz, damaged by British baby 
submarines in an attack several 
months ago, is still lying at anchor 
at Alta Fjord, Norway, with two 
old Norwegian armored cruisers 
nearby to serve as antiaircraft 
ships, reports from Norway said 
today. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The United States, in a move to 
split Hitler’s Balkan satellites 
away from the Axis, tonight 
warned the governments of Bul- 
garia, Hungary and Rumania that 
they must share the “conse- 


quences of the terrible defeat that. 


United Nations arms are so surely 
bringing to Nazi Germany.” 


The warning came from Secre- 
tary of State Hull on the second 
anniversary of a declaration of 
war against the United States by 
the three governments. It implied 
an appeal to the peoples of the 
three nations to overthrow the 
“puppets of Hitler” and take their 
governments into their own hands. 

The statement was issued just 
one day after waves of Allied 
bombers struck a heavy air blow 
at Sofia, capital of Bulgaria. It 
came, too, at a time when there 
are mounting indications that the 
pro-Nazi Bulgarian and Hun- 
garian governments faced a show- 
down with their own masses. 

(A Bulgarian cabinet crisis re- 
sulting in the resignation of For- 
eign Minister Georgi Shishmanov 
was reported by the Turkish radio, 
which said the Cairo and Teheran 
conferences ag well as Allied air 


raids had-.sapped the government’s 
position.) 
Text of Statement. 

Following is the text of Hull’s 
announcement; 

“It is just two years since the 
governments of Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Rumania, having already be- 
come servile puppets of Hitler, 
obedient to the orders of their mas- 
ter, declared war against the Unit- 
ed States. 


“To what degree they have been 
counting on our magnanimity to 
Spare their peoples the conse- 
quences of this rash step fore- 
doomed to disaster we do not know. 

“The fact is that whatever may 
be the sentiments of their peoples, 
the governments in power in these 
three countries have recklessly con- 
tinued their participation in the 
war against us, strengthening with 
men and material resources the 
Nazi war machine. 

“They must by this time realize 
that they will have to share the 
responsibility for the consequences 
of the terrible defeat that United 
Nations arms are so surely bring- 
ing to Nazi Germany.”

15 Tons of Bombs 
Dropped in Third For- 
ay in 2 Days—Enemy 
Probably Lost 7 Planes. 


PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 11 (AP). 
—United States bombers have re- 
sumed their time-table blasting of 
the strategically situated Marshal) 
Islands. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz an- 
nounced Seventh Air Force Lib- 


erators shot down four and pos- 
sibly seven Japanese Zeros Thurs- 
day in their third raid in two days 
on Mili atoll. 

The raiders apparently returned 
to a daily schedule Wednesday, 
when Mili and Jaluit atolls, key 
Japanese outposts, were twice 
bombed, 

15 Tons of Bombs. 

In the latest attack the Lib- 
erators dropped 15 tons of bombs. 
Twenty enemy interceptors rose 
to meet the four-engined bombers, 
compared with only 10 the pre- 
vious day, indicating Japanese re- 
inforcements have been coming in 
to meet the threat of an amphib- 
ious invasion. 

Four of the Zeros were known 
to have been shot down. Three 
more were obably destroyed, 
Adm. Nimitz reported, and an- 
oes was damaged. 

Against this, all of the U. S. 
Army planes returned to their 
equatorial base, despite the Japa- 
nese fighters’ attempt to bring 
them down with aerial bombs, 
machine guns and cannon. All six 
aerial bombs the Japanese used 
missed their targets. Some Ameri- 
can airmen were wounded and 
part of the bomber contingent was 
slightly damaged. 

‘ Previous Raid. 

On the previous day the Libera- 
tors returned with slight damage 
and one wounded man after shoot- 
ing down two of the ten intercep- 
tors. 

Nimitz did not report the dam- 
age done to Mili, on either day.

NUUSEVELT TELLS 
ESENKOWER OF 
INVASION PLANS 


Conference at Carthage 
Sets Stage for at Least 
One of Three Blows 


Against Nazis. 


™

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
The war's greatest mystery— 


when and where the British-Ameri- 
can invasion forces will strike— 
apparently drew nearer a solution 
today with Allied leaders laying 
the final pieces in the military 
jig-saw puzzle. 

Latest reports from the White 
House disclosed that President 
Roosevelt has unfolded the details 
of the newly-conceived victory 
strategy to his Allied commander 
in North Africa and Italy, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, thus ready- 
ing the stage for at least one of 
the blows to be aimed at Germany 
from the south, east and west. 

The belated report of the Roose- 
velt-Eisenhower conference came 
from Maj. George E. Durno, former 
White House correspondent travel- 
ing with the President. 

“Mr. Roosevelt,” he said, “con- 
structed a final and complete pic- 
ture for Eisenhower at Carthage, 
apprising him of the myriad de- 
tails agreed upon by the joint staff 
to make possible execution of the 
new over-all strategy.” 

Meet In Carthage. 

The report to Gen Eisenhower 
was given during a 48-hour stop- 
over at the ancient Roman city 
on the President’s roundabout trip 
home from conferences with Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Stalin at Teheran and with Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
Churchill at Cairo.

low with which the Germans tried 
to obscure the Améfican objective, 
A total of 117 of the German 
planes fell to the American heavy 
bombers and 21 to the fighters that 
went the whole 375 miles to the 
target and back in intense combat

Emden Gets Plastering. 


But Emden, one of the Germans’ - 
most important ports since the 
destruction of Hamburg—a point 
of entry for vital Scandinavian 
iron ore and timber and the site 
of important U-boat yards—was 
thoroughly plastered with high ex- 
plosives and incendiaries, 


The bag of 138 German fighters 
was the greatest since the Oct. 14 
raid on the Schweinfurt ball bear- 
ing factory when 186 enemy planes 
were shot down and 60 Flying 
Fortresses were lost. 

Newly disclosed gun turrets on 
both Fortresses and Liberators un- ° 
doubtedly played a part in today’s 
high score of kills, but the over- 
all success probably was due to the 
overwhelming numerical superi- 
ority of the American force, 


The Germans tried a new tactic 
in. swarming in four and five 
abreast, returning flyers said, but 
they gave indications of inexpe- 
rience and a lack of eagerness, 
and between thir own lethal bursts 
the American gunners watched

Taking off from English bases

WHEN 20 ATTACK 
ATLANTIC CONVOYS 


3 Submarines Damaged, 
2 Allied Planes Lost— 
99 Pct. of Escorted 


Ships Reach Port.

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—In a 
furious 48-hour day and night bat- 
tle in the North Atlantic, British 
and American planes and warships 
beat off a pack of at least 20 Ger- 
man U-boats recently, sank five, 
damaged three and brought two 
valuable convoys through virtually 
without loss, 
The submarines fought back 
wildly with their newly installed 
antiaircraft guns, forcing down 
two Allied planes, but a joint Ad- 
miralty-Air Ministry . communique 
said “more than 99 per cent of the 
total numiber of escorted ships 
reached the harbor in safety.” 


British destroyers and corvettes 
escorting the convoys escaped 
without a single casualty. Most of 
the crews of the Sunderland coast- 
al patrol plane and Liberator 
bomber were rescued, 

It was the third time within re- 
cent weeks that German U-boats 
have tried costly mob raids on 
trans-Atlantic convoys, one an- 
nounced on Dec. 5 costing them six 
submarines. 

In the most recent engagement 
Iceland-based Liberators joined 
with coastal command bombers 
and between them sank three 
U-boats and damaged at least 
three others. 

U-boats Fought Furiously, 
Flyers said the submarines were 
large and powerfully armed, rais- 
ing an antiaircraft barrage that 
hurt attacking planes. Neverthe- 
less one bomber dived so low its 
trailing aerial caught on a U-boat's 
conning tower. 

Spotted on the surface at least 
two U-boats split in two before 
they sank. Several Germans scram- 
bled from the abandoned vessels 
and were captured by Brifish 
ships. :

NEW WORLD ORDER LIKELY 
AS RESULT OF ‘BIG 3’ PARLEY 


Suvordinates Continue Work on Details of 
~Plan—Another Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin 
Meeting Expected in 1944.

CAIRO, Dec. 11 (AP), — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Premier Stalin in 
their war-and-peace conferences in 
the Middle East drafted a rough 
plan for a new world structure dif- 
ferent from any previously attempt- 
ed—a structure having room inside 
it for various fraternal associationg 
of nations—it is believed here. 

It appears, however, that the “big 
three” did not even attempt to 
tackle the multiple and detailed 
problems involved in creating a

It is thought here, for instance, 
that although the three leaders at 
Teheran touched on such questions 
as the new map of Europe, they 
did not try to draw the boundary 
lines, leaving these questions for 
the future, 

Traces of Meetings Remain. 

Traces of the meetings still re- 
mained at Cairo today, despite the 
fact* that the Roosevelt-Churchill 
parley with President Ismet Inonu 
of Turkey officially ended Dec. 6 
and he departed the next day. 

Some members of the British 
and American general staffs stayed 
on for further conferences on spe- 
cific problems, with military lead- 
ers leaving singly or in small 
groups during the week. 

Military men worked harder than 
political chiefs, for their task was 
to prepare the minutest plan for 
the invasion of Europe from more 
than one spot and to advance the 
invasion day to the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 


It is now a known fact, although 
hardly a surprising one, that the 
war chieftains left Cairo with bat- 
tle plans that will involve British 
and American troops in their hard- 
est fighting of the war, certainly 
by or before next spring, unless 
the Germans collapse before then. 


Whatever these battle plans may 
be, they apparently satisfied Stalin 
before he left Teheran, for one of 
the points most emphasized by of- 
ficial observers who reported to 
correspondents here on the “big 
three” meetings was that a friend- 
ly air pervaded the conferences. 

After Teheran’ British and 
American generals and admirals 
worked together for nearly an- 
other week. The guess here was 
that they were giving more than 
passing consideration to a future 
Balkans campaign. 

This matter was discussed with 
Stalin and his military adviser, 
Marshal Voroshilov, and those out- 
side, but close to the later con- 
ferences here with the Turks would 
be surprised if some aspects of the 
Balkan situation were not placed 
before the Turkish leader as well.

ARNOLD IN ITALY 
SAYS FOE WILL BE 
BOMBED ‘GnOGGY 


Air Chief Indicates Use 
of New Planes for 
Blasting Germany Into 
Helplessness.

AN AMERICAN FIGHTER 
BASE IN WESTERN ITALY, Dec. 
11 (AP).—Gen. Henry H. Arnold, 
chief of the United States Army

Describing the new American 
bombers being thrown into the 
attack against Germany (the Fly- 
ing Fortress and the Liberator 
have each been strengthened re- 
cently), Arnold told a press con- 
ference that “we hope to bring 
over Europe such air types that 
with Russia we will have 360- 
degree bombing of Germany—hit- 
ting her from every side.” 
“As the number of bonfbers in- 
creases,” he said, “the percentage 
losses are going to decrease. Op- 
erations from Italy are going to 
force the Germans to spread their 
defenses.” 
Arnold was touring the front 
with his chief for the Northwest 
African Air Forces, Lt. Gen. Carl 
A. Spaatz, after attending the 
three-power conferences in Cairo 
and Teheran. With Spaatz and 
Maj. Gen. James H. Doolittle, 
commander of the Strategic Air 
Force in Italy, he conferred at 
headquarters on the co-ordination 
of the great winter campaign to 
be directed against Germany. 
Spaatz and Arnold flew within 
easy fighter range of the German 
lines so the air chief could get a 
first-hand view of the war, and 
sometimes were within sight of 
the front lines. 
Arnold and Spaatz singled out 
the Fifty-seventh and Seventy- 
ninth Warhawk fighter groups for 
special attention. The Fifty-sev- 
enth, led by Col. Arthur Salisbury,

planes. Arnold encouraged the pi- 
lots to give him any ideas they 
might have.

Postwar Aims of Eco- 


nomic Body Outlined to 
5 Area C. of C.’s—Aid 
for Others Planned. 


NEEDS OF PLANTS 
WILL BE POSTED 


McClellan Tells of Many 
Items Brought Here 
From Outside— ‘Must 
Hold Skilled Men.’ 


Postwar plans for the establish- 
ment of agencies that would help 
returning soldiers to start new 
business enterprises for themselves 
and would aid present small busi- 
nesses in expansion programs have 
been suggested by the Committee 
for Economic Development of St. 


Louis to five Chambers of Com- 
merce in the metropolitan area. 

Wililam McClellan, board chair- 
man of the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri and chairman of the St. 
Louis Economic Committee, which 
is a branch of the national organi- 
zation for economic development, 
asked the chambers of commerce 
to set up such agencies in their 
communities—“on Main street with 
a big sign out front.” 

Assistance would be given the 
returning service man, or the small 
business man, he explained, by 
having available for their use a list 
of products that are used by big 
industrialists, but that are not 
manufactured here and must be 
obtained from out-of-town firms. 

“There will be hundreds of am- 
bitious young men returning from 
the war to St. Louis,” McClellan 
said. “Some of them will want 
more than a mere job. They will 

t to start in business for them- 
selves and they won't have a whole 
lot of capital to go on.” 

Plan Extends to East Side. 

The chambers of commerce of 
St. Louis, St. Louis County, Belle- 
ville, East St. Louis and _ “St. 
Charles, whose chief purpose is to 
bring new industry into the area, 
therefore have been asked to com- 
pile lists of needed products that 
are not home-made, but are neces- 
sary to the manufacture of some 
other product that is made here. 

“Then, when a returning soldier 
comes home, or a small business 
man, whose war contracts have 
run out, wants to know what he 
can do that may afford him a 
living, he can look at the list in 
the agency and see for himself 
what is open for him,” McClellan 
said. “The future prosperity of any 
district rests on free enterprise 
working for a huge number of 
such small! industries.” 

In a letter to the chambers of 
commerce, the committee said in- 
dustrialists can expect to have ap- 
proximately 100,000 men here look- 
ing for jobs, or new businesses, 
after the war. Half of them will 
be soldiers, the others, present-day 
war production workers, whose 
jobs will have ended with the 
peace. 

Must Keep Skilled Men. 

Many of these soldiers and war 
workers, the group pointed out, 
will be skilled workmen, having 
learned their trade in the service, 
or in war plants. “These people,” 
the letter said, “St. Louis does not 
want to lose.” 

As an example of the items on 
a list to be complied by the cham- 
bers, McClellan said he knows of 
one Jarge St. Louls manufacturer 
who uses more than 2000 items in 
making his product. None of these 
2000 items are made here. 

“If an ambitious young veteran 
or a small business man, who 
wants to expand, could see a list 
of these items, he may decide that 
he can start his own business mak- 
ing them in St. Louis,” McClellan 
said. “It is small business that is 
the backbone of progress and 
growth in any city.”

HARVESTER CO. BUYS 
POSTWAR PLANT SITE 


375-Acre Tract Between Alton 
and Wood River—3500 
to Be Employed. 


Purchase of a 375-acre tract of 
land on the east bank of the 
Mississippi River, between Alton 
and Wood River, by the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co., for the site 
of a postwar plant for manufac- 
ture of farm machinery, Was an- 
nounced at a dinner yesterday in 
Alton by J. C. McGann, Manager 
of the company’s construction and 
engineering department. 

The tract, including parts of 
five farms, was. reported by 
sources connected with the real 
estate transactions, concluded Fri- 
day, to have been purchased for 
about $100,000. - 

McGann, addressing industrial, 
business and civic leaders of Al- 
ton and Wood River, said the 
plant, when completed, would reg- 
ularly employ about 3500 persons. 
He made no reference to total 
plant cost, number of construc- 
tion workers to be employed, or 
to the type of machinery even- 
tually to be turned out. Begin- 
ning of construction, he pointed 
out, will depend upon the course 
of the war and the availability of 
persons now employed in essential 
war industries. . 

McGann said that tentative 
plans call for a “thoroughly mod- 
ern industrial plant of single-story 
construction,” including a foun- 
dry, forge shop, machine shop, 
warehouse and central heating 
plant. 

The site, immediately west of 
Wood River and south of East 
Alton, was chosen by company of- 
ficials after being considered for 
several months. 

Part of the tract, five miles up- 
stream from the confluence of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers, is 
the former bed of the Wood River

Stockholders of the Philipsburg 
Mining Co., Granite Mountain’s 
legal successor, have been notified 
of a meeting at the company’s of- 
fice in the Security Building, at 9 
a. m., Dec. 30, to act on a recom- 
mendation of the directors that the 
company be dissolved voluntarily. 
“This is the final windup of Gran- 
ite Mountain,” Leigh Wyman, 
president of the company, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Brokers acquainted with the 
Philipsburg company’s recent ac- 
tivities said it had not developed 
new veins of silver, but had sifted 
its dump for the lower grade of 
ore scrapped in former years, now 
marketable because of the high 
price of silver. Dividends in re- 
cent years have been 10 cents a 
share. 

Machinery is believed to be the 
company’s chief present asset, and 
some brokers predicted that any 
final liquidation payment would be 
small, compared with the lavish 
yield of the parent company more 
than a half-century ago, when the 
property earned a total of $20,000,- 
000 and paid more than $12,000,000 
to stockholders.

"HIDDEN FACTORS 


AFL Study Cites In- 


ferior Goods, Waste on 
Meats, Other Drains on 
Consuming Public. 


Hidden factors are boosting the 
cost of living even higher than in- 
dicated by the monthly indices 
reported by the Department of 
Labor, American Federation of La- 
bor officials disclosed on the basis 
of a survey they completed yestert- 
day. 

The local survey, part of a na- 
tionwide study to accumulate evi- 
dence to support an AFL demand 
for a rollback of prices or a re- 
laxation of the Little Steel for- 
mula, was carried out under the 
supervision of E, P. Theiss, AFL 
general representative here. Theiss 
said questionnaires were sent to 
AFL members to ascertain how 
quality of products and other 


elements affected the rising costs 
of living. 

In the replies, most persons in- 
dicated that repair and replace- 
ment costs to clothing and shoes 
were mounting chiefly because of 
inferior quality of products. One 
woman reported that even manu- 
facturers warned of inferior qual

Sev- 
enteen shoe repair shops, inter- 
viewed by AFL representatives, 
said their repair businesses had 
increased from 50 to 300 per cent 
as a result of wartime conditions. 

On top of this, the survey’ point- 
ed out, repair costs have risen. 
Composition heels, it said, now 
cost 35 cents as compared with 
the price of 20 cents for superior 
grade rubber heels formerly. Re- 
pairmen said the materials they 
use have risen 70 per cent in cost, 
in which 50 per cent is passed on 
to the customer. 

Nearly all persons who filled out 
questionnaires said they were now 
getting less meat for the same 
price, the survey reported, It 
stated that from a fourth to a half 
of the weight is consumed by 
trimming formerly cut from the 
order. Soup bones are “stripped 
of all meat before being sold to 
the consumer,” the survey said, 
adding that meat on the soup bone 
once provided an extra course for 
the meal, 

The survey said that non-ra- 
tioned fowl rose more than 50 per 
cent in costs in two years. A 
housewife, it said, stated she was 
obliged to pay $3.50 for two baking 
chickens for Thanksgiving, which 
cost $2 in 1941. Cheap grades of 
meat, as well .as non-rationed 
meats, Ahe survey stated, are 
scarce because they are being con- 
verted into sausage meat, more 
profitable to the packer. 

Another food cost not indicated 
by the Department of Labor in- 
dices is the unavailability of cer- 
tain vegetables which sold at 
moderate prices in 1941, the report 
said. Lima beans, mustard, en- 
dive, rhubarb and cucumbers were 
cited as examples. In five stores 
canvassed by the surveyors, some 
prices were up as much as more 
than 300 per cent in two years. 
Florida oranges which sold in 
1941, in one store at 2 dozen for 15 
cents are now 35 cents per dozen— 
an increase of 3662-3 per cent. 
Mushrooms which were 10 cents 
per pound are now 50 cents per 
pound, 400 per cent rise. 

Other factors raising costs, men- 
tioned in the survey, included 
leaky stoves and ovens, repaired 
with inferior materials. These 
were said to increase fuel costs 
and wastage. Women also reported 
increased electric bills because of 
worn and inferior appliances, 


Increased transportation costs 
encountered in getting to work,

Jim Reed, Others to Argue Against 
Nonpartisan Court Plan Thursday 


Former Senator George A. Williams Also 
Among Group to Be Heard by Constitutional 
Convention Committee.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 11.— 
Opponents of the nonpartisan court 
plan, adopted by Missouri voters 
in 1940 by a majority of 90,448 and 
reindorsed by a majority of 172,511 
in 1942, have arranged for a strong 
group of speakers to appear before 
the Judicial Department Commit- 
tee of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion Thursday afternoon in favor 
of submission of repeal of the plan. 

The speakers so far announced 
are former United States Senator 
James A. Reed of Kansas City; 
former United States Senator 
George H. Williams of St. Louis; 
John 8S, Farrington of Springfield, 
former Judge of the Springfield 
Court of Appeals; William L. Van- 
deventer of Springfield, former 
United States District Attorney 
for western Missouri; Arthur M. 
Curtis of Springfield, former Re- 
publican national committeeman 
from Missouri; Fred A. Moon of 
Springfield, former chairman of 
the Greene County Democratic 
Committee, and James .A. Collet of 
Salisbury, father of United States 
District Judge John Caskie Collet. 

Under the leadership of Frank 
B. Williams, a convention delegate 
from Springfield, opponents of the 
court, plan are bringing every pos- 
sible pressure to bear on the con- 
vention to submit a repeal and re- 
turn to the system of popular elec- 
tion of judges, A variety of pro- 
posals on the subject is pending in 
the convention, some _ favoring 
election on non-political ballots. 
Williams proposes to have the 
judges nominated by political par- 
ty conventions—a system aban- 
doned in Missouri 35 years ago— 
and elected on political party 
tickets. 

To Go to Convention. 

The proposed repeal of the court 
plan which was adopted as a far 
step in judicial selection through 
its removal of judges from polit- 


ical obligations, is the most con- 
troversial question before the con- 
vention. The Judicia] Department 
Committee has had many hearings, 
defenders of the plan representing 
many leading members of the bar. 

While the general] opinion is that 
the opponents cannot muster suf- 
ficient strength in the convention 
to overthrow the plan and return 
to political election of judges, the 
Judicial Department Committee is 
fairly evenly divided on the sub- 
ject, and there may even be a 
slight majority against it in the 
committee, 


Whatever the committee action, 
the question will go to the floor of 
the convention as there will be a 
ee report from the commit- 
ee. 

Aside from the argument sup- 
porting a non-political judiciary, 
advocates of the plan ‘denounce 
the activity in the convention 
against it as an unfair attempt to 
accomplish its repeal by including 
a different system in the proposed 
constitution, making it necessary 
for the voters to reject the entire 
constitution to save the courts. 


What People Said at Polls. 

They also point to the fact that 
the voters have twice within three 
years given the plan their ap- 
proval, the second time by a ma- 
jority practically twice as large as 
that by which they adopted it. 

For the convention to reject the 
plan now without it even having 
been given a fair trial, they con- 
tend, would be going contrary to 
the expressed will of the voters. 

Former Gov. Guy B. Park, who 
opposed the plan in both elections, 
is a supporter of it in the conven- 
tion. 

“I voted against it in 1940 and 
for its repeal in 1942,” Gov. Park 
said, “and I think twice is about 
enough for me to be licked. The 
people have said twice they want- 
ed it and I am not in favor of sub- 
mitting the question to them 
again.” 


STOLL KIDNAPER CONVICTED, 
JURY RECOMMENDS HANGING 


LOUISVILLE; Ky., Dec. 11 (AP). 
—Thomas H. Robinson Jr. was 
convicted tonight of the kidnaping 
of Mrs. Alice Speed Stoll of Louis- 
ville. The United States District 
Court jury recommended that he 
be hanged. 

Robinson was charged with hold- 
ing Mrs, Stoll for $50,000 ransom 
in 1934. Mrs. Stoll was released 
from an Indianapolis apartment 
after the ransom had been paid. 
Robinson was captured two years 
later in Glendale, Cal. He pleaded 
guilty and was taken to Alcatraz

Penitentiary where he served six 


and one-half years of a life term. 
He was granted a new trial on his 
plea that he was insane at the 
time of the kidnaping.

NW GUT OF ONE 
0 TWO POINTS IN 
MOST PORK ITEMS 


Variety and Canned 
Meats Only Kinds Not 
Affected by Order Ef- 


fective Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP). 
Another general reduction in the 
ration values of all pork items on 
the consumer point value table ex- 
cept variety meatg and canned 
meats was announced tonight by 
Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles. It becomes effective at 
12:01 a. m. Monday. 

All pork steaks, roasts, smoked 
ham, bacon and ready-to-eat meat 
are reduced by one point a pound. 
Fresh hams — hams which are 
neither frozen, clred or smoked— 
are cut by 2 points per pound. * 

Fresh, smoked and cooked sau- 
sages containing no other meat 
except pork are down 1 point. Dry 
and semi-dry sausages such as hard 
salami, pepperoni, mortadella, are 
down 1 point regardless of beef 
ingredients. 

The only pork items not affected 
in the general reduction are va- 
riety meats — hearts, livers and 
tongues—and a few items already 
listed at 1 point a pound. (Fat- 
backs and clear plates, hocka, 
jowls, jowl butts or squares, knuck- 
les and plates). 

The reductions, OPA said, were 
made as a result of increased civil- 
ian allocations by the War Food 
Administration and are “a tem- 
porary emergency. measure taken 
in the face of reports that meat 
packing facilities are taxed to ca- 
pacity in handling large hog runs 
now coming to market.” Freezers, 
smoke houses, curing cellars and 
other facilities are crowded, the 
agency said, adding that it is im- 
perative that greater quantities 
of pork be moved into consump- 
tion. The OPA estimated that an 
additional 50 million pounds of 
pork will move weekly as a result 
of the point reduction.

SITE FOR AIRPORT 


Location to South of City 
Ideal, Recommendation 
Says—Copy to County 
Plan Body. 


The Tesson Ferry site in southern 
St. Louis County was definitely 


recommended for development as a 


second major St. Louis airport yes- 
terday by a committee represent- 
ing the five major airlines serving 
St. Louis, 

“The second major St. Louis air- 
port should be located on the south 
side of the city,” the committee 
said in a letter presented to Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Milton 
M, Kinsey. “We are convinced that 
the best location for such an air- 


port is the Tesson Ferry site.” 
Preparation of the letter, also 

sent to Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 

and Jake Sellers, chairman of the

next Tuesday night to consider the 
request of the city that it approve 
the Tesson Ferry site. The Plan- 
ning Commission, whose approval 
is necessary before the city can 
acquire the tract, has been firmly 
opposed to its use for an airport 
since it has been zoned for urban 
development. The Planning Com- 


mission has approved the north 


side Columbia Bottoms location at 
the confluence of the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers but this is 
not acceptable to the city. 

Referring to its previous ap- 
proval of the Gravois Creek site, 
the airlines representatives ex- 
plained that it had been recom- 
mended only as the best of the 
proposed sites then under consid- 
eration. The Tesson Ferry site, 
suggested later, is 13.87 miles from 
Twelfth boulevard and Olive 
street and the Gravois Creek site 
about two miles nearer. 

“While the Tesson Ferry site is 
somewhat farther from the city 
than the Gravois' Creek site,” the 
letter to Kinsey said, “in our judg- 
ment this is far outweighed by the 
greater possibilities for future ex- 
pansion afforded by the Tesson 
Ferry site. 

“This we consider to be of the 
greater importance to the city and 
the County of St. Louis as their fu- 
ture aviation development should 
not. be restricted by dimited airport 
facilities. 

“We commend and support the 
farsighted action of the City Ajir- 
port Commission in recommending 
the Tesson Ferry site and trust 
that the city and county will join 
in removing any obstacles which 
may stand in the way of the imme- 
diate development of the Tesson 
Ferry site as the second major air- 
port in this area.” 

The Horner & Shifrin report, 
after discussion of several suggest- 
ed plans, recommended as best 
adapted to the tract a 2158-acre de- 
velopment with six 7000-foot run- 
ways and buildings and facilities 
costing a total of $13,647,477, ex- 
clusive of the cost of land. 

It pointed out that the rugged 
terrain, necessitating fills of as 
much as 40 feet, and the high cost 
of buildings which would have to 
be removed, made the cost of de- 
velopment exceptionally high. The 
cost of grading and acquisition of 
buildings represented about 40 per 
cent of the total cost of the 
project, the engineers said. 

Kinsey had prepared a plan for 
development of a 4300-acre site at 
Tesson Ferry with eight 10,000- 
foot runways, which he said could 
be accomplished in three stages at 
a total cost, including land and 
buildings, of $20,000,000, 

This plan has been sent to the 
Navy Department Bureau of Aero- 
nautics for approval since Mayor 
Kaufmann and Kinsey have been 
conducting negotiations for Navy 
participation in the development. 
The Navy, which would use the 
field as a base, has been asked to 
contribute $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 
toward the $7,500,000 first-stage de- 
velopment after the city has ac- 
quired the property. 

The air-lines committee is head- 
ed by Amos Culbert, vice-president 
of American Airlines, and includes 
John Collings, vice-president of 
Transcontinental & Western Air; 
Bruce E. Braun, vice-president 
Chicago & Southern Air Lines;

Continent Airlines; John Cunning- 
ham, vice-president of Mid-Conti- 
nent, and Arthur M. Jens Jr., as- 
sistant treasurer of T, W. A.

Police Commissioners 
Each Ordered to Make 
Report—Governor Si- 
lent on Huffman. 


Members of the Police Board, 
requested by Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell to send him individual writ- 
ten statements embodying their 
knowledge of the gambling ma- 
chine situation in St. Louis, will 
go through their voluminous files 
on the subject this week. 

The Governor announced he had 
asked for the individual state- 
ments after a cohference with the 
Police Board and with Circuit At- 
torney Thomas C, Hennings Jr. in 
Jefferson City last Friday night. 

The conference resulted from 
the recent State grand jury re- 
port which, excoriated President 
Edwin E. Huffman of the Police 
Board for failure to take decisive 
steps against slot machines, sug- 
gested the Governor conduct an 


independent inquiry to determine 
whether Huffman should be 
ousted, 

The Governor read excerpts 
from the grand jury report at the 
conference, it was learned, but 
there was no mention of a possi- 
ble resignation from the board. 
There was considerable discussion 
of the anti-gambling laws, espe- 


cially the law empowering Huff- 


man as President of the Police 
Board to issue police warrants for 
seizure of gambling machines. 
The conference lasted three hours 
and 20 minutes, and apparently 
was altogether harmonious. 
Announcing he had requested 
individual statements from _ the 
board members, the Governor de- 
clared, “I shall/await receipt of 
their statements and shall give 
further careful consideration and 
attention to the matters involved,” 
He refused to elaborate, and the 
Police Commissioners likewise de- 
clined to add anything to the Gov- 
ernor’s formal statement.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec, 11.— 
Delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention, who, through the con- 
vention committees, have been en- 
gaged since Sept. 21 in studies of’ 
needed changes in the Constitu- 
tion, are set for a hard drive of 
committee work during the next 
10 days in the expectation that 
when the convention reconvenes 
Jan. 4 after a two-week holiday 
recess consideration of the pro- 
posals will begin on the floor of 
the convention, 

Few and brief convention ses- 
sions will be the rule up to the 
beginning of the recess Dec, 22 
to enable the committees to com- 
plete their public hearings and 
make material progress toward 
the preparation of their reports, 
which under the rules are due for 


submission to the convention 
Jan. 4. 


It is not the expectation that all 
the committees will be ready, it 
being prohable that some of the 
more important, those dealing 
with the more complicated and 
the bigger functions of govern- 
ment, will require more time, some 
of them probably several weeks. 

3-Day Weeks Up to Now. 

Up until this time the delegates 
have been taking things very 
easy, seldom devoting more than 
three days a week to actual work. 
For appearances, there have been 
Monday evening sessions, but no 
business of moment has been 
transacted, and there have been 
Friday morning sessions, but they 
have seldom amounted to more 
than the Monday evening meet- 
ings. There have been occasional 
Monday night committee meetings 
and occasional Friday committee |. 
meetings, but largely the work has 
been concentrated on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays. 


This arrangement. has enabled 
many of the delegates, principally 
those from St. Louis and Kansas 
City, to go home Thursday nights : 
and return Tuesday mornings, Fe. mS — 
some of them getting back Mon- thine : : 
day night. | me “9 

Rural delegates have been much oy —ee 
closer in attendance than those ed 
from the cities, but, the conven- 
tion having set the committee 
meetings for the middle days of 
the week, and there being prac- 
ticaliy no business on the floor of 
the convention until the commit- 
tees were ready to report, Monday 
and Friday attendance has not 
been important. 

If the convention had settled 
to hard work at the beginning of 
the session and had put in an ex- 
tra two days of committee work, 
there could have been much great- 
er progress. After Jan. 4 there 
will be no justification for long 
week-end recesses. 

May Complete Job by May. 

Even with close attention to 
work by the delegates it is not 
probable that the convention will 
complete its work before May l. 

The committees have had a total 
of 375 proposals under considera- 
tion. Many of these were prac- 
tically duplicates or represented 
different ideas of the changes 
delegates thought should be made 
in the same subject. Many were 
frivolous and have been virtually 
ignored by the committees. 

Under the rules each committee 
will report to the convention a 
draft of a completed article of the 
Constitution, framed by the com- 
mittee after a study of all the 
proposals affecting that article. 
Each article will then be subject 
to debate and amendment on the 
floor. 

Such subjects as the judiciary, 
including the nonpartisan court 
plan, the executive department, the 
Legislature and taxation may each

No Decision on Referendum, 


Although the method of submit- 
ting the convention’s work to the 
voters has been given extensive 
study by President R. E. Blake, 
Delegate Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage and a number of other 
delegates, no effort has been made 
to reach a decision. 

Blake favors submission of a 
complete revision of the Constitu- 
tion, a whole Constitution. It 
would, of course, include’ much 
that is ih the present Constitution. 
McReynolds, realizing that submis- 
sion as a whole would make pos- 
sible a combining of all the minor- 
ities, each objecting to some par- 
ticular provision, favors submis- 
sion by separate articles. 

Some delegates object even to 
the McReynolds idea, holding that 
submission should be in the form 
of amendments to the present 
Constitution. 


Will Be Worked Out Later. 


It is not probable that the plan 
of submission will be worked out 
until near the close of the conven- 
tion, almost certainly not until the 
convention has acted on the Judi- 
cial Article and on the subject of 
conversation. 

It is generally recognized that 
if the convention should favor sub- 
mission of repeal of the Non-Par- 
tisan Court plan and abolishing the 
non-political Conservation Commis- 
f{ision, the two major gains in Mis- 
“isouri government in miany years, 
4\the entire Constitution, if submit- 
4\ted, would be rejected if the repeal 
ai proposals were included in it. 

There is a strong element in the 
convention in favor of repealing 
these two reforms, but convention 
leaders do uot believe the move- 
ment will be successful,

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC WORST 
IN ENGLAND IN WORLD WAR Il 


LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP). — The 
worst epidemic of the Second 
World War threatened Britain to- 
day as influenza deaths for the 
week ending Dec. 4 were officially 
reported to number 709 in 126 ma- 
jor towns of England and Wales, 
and tens of thousands were sent 


to bed by the disease. 

The outbreak, occurring alarm- 
ingly early in the year, was far 
from the scope and virulence of 
the terrible epidemic of 1918 which 
killed 112,329 in England and 
Wales, but it threatened to eclipse 
that of 1940, previously the worst 
year of this war, when influenza 
caused about 4500 deaths in the 
traditionally most dangerous 
months of January, February and 
March. 

In that winter the comparable 
week of December saw only 23 
deaths, and the worst week—at 
the end of February—brought only 
629. 
The latest weekly total of 709 
deaths was a jump of nearly 100 
per cent from the previous week’s 
875, and was the highest for any 
seven-day period since the first 
week of February of 1937, when 


"976 died.

Provides Retroactive Pay. 

In addition to the terms of the 
Ickes-Lewis agreement between 
Interior Secretary Ickes and UMW 
Chieftain John L. Lewis, the ac- 
cord reached today provides for 
the payment of $40 to each miner 
as a retroactive settlement for un- 
dergound travel] time. Operators 
say this indemnifies them against 
claims for all back pay for travel 
time. 

The tonnage represented by the 
agreement includes the Northern 
Appalachian field, both commercial 
and captive, Indiana, Illinois and a 
number of other midwest and 
western districts. 

Ickes, receiving the terms of the 
proposed contract, said in a state- 
ment: 

“This agreement marks a realis- 
tic step forward toward the se- 
curity of the nation’s wartime coal 
supply. I shall expect the oper- 
ators whose representatives drew 
it to complete its execution imme- 
diately, so that it can be speedily 
submitted to the War Labor Board 
for decision. 

“We are now making progress 
toward creating the conditions 
under which the mines can be re- 
turned to private management. 
The only way in which normal 
operating conditions can be se- 
cured is with an effective oper- 
ator-miner contract.” 

Up to Rest of Operators, | 

Ickes said it is now ‘up to thé 
operators who did not participate 
in the agreement to “reach an 
understanding with the mine 
workers at once, so that we can 
get on with the winning of the 
war without danger of further in- 
terruption of coal production.” 

The principal operator groups 
not represented in the conference 
are the Southern Appalachian and 
Alabama groups. 

Duplicating the Ickes - Lewis 
agreement, the new contract would 
provide for continuation of a 
portal-to-portal day of nine hours 
for all inside employes, including 
a 15-minute lunch period which is 
not paid for. The agreement also 
assumes 45 minutes for travel 
time. Where the travel time is 
actually only 45 minutes, the 
miners therefore will have eight 
hours for production of coal, an 
hour a day more than they worked 
under their 1941-43 contract with 
the operators. 

Soft Coal Supply Lower. 

The country’s soft coal supply 
continues to dwindle, Ickes report- 
ed today, as a result of “unfavor- 
able” mine operating conditions 
and a 12.2 per cent increase in the 
rate of consumption over last year. 

Consumers’ stockpiles dropped 
four million tons in October and 
a “further decrease is expected to 
be shown by figures for Dec. 1,” 
Ickes said. The reserves in users’ 
bins declined from an average of 
45 days’ supply on Oct. 1 to 42 
days’ supply on Nov. lL. - 

Soft coal production continued 
at the increased. rate attained 
under the new Government wage 
contract, Ickes said. In the week 
ended Dec. 4 production came 
within 50,000 tons of the 16-year 
record output of 12,700,000 tons at- 
tained in the first week of opera- 
tions under the agreement, 


GIRL JOINS WAVES AFTER JAPS

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 11 (AP).— 
Two years of waiting ended for 
Andrea Roberta Linden today 
when she was sworn in as a Wave.

Prices for St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, which contains many food 
classifications and items not sub- 
ject to community pricing hereto- 
fore, was announced last night by 
the St. Louis Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. It becomes effective 
next Wednesday, superseding the 


list which has been in force since! 


last Sept. 15. 

Prices on the new list generally 
are in line with those on the pre- 
ceding list, variations being limit- 
ed to 1 or 2 cents a pound or can. 
All brands and types of butter are 
reduced 1 to 2 cents a pound; 


coffee prices remain unchanged, 
while somewhat higher prices are 
ordered for canned fruits and ber- 
ries and flour and flour mixes. 

The list has been greatly short- 
ened and condensed for purposes of 
simplification, and many brand 
names have been eliminated, only 
the more popular brands being re- 
tained on the list. 

New Foods on List. 

Food classifications appearing 
on the community price list for 
the first time include frozen 
fruits and vegetables, 
meats, canned fruit juices, 
margarine, grated cheese, 
meal and hominy, gelatin and pud- 
ding mixes, and cat and dog foods. 
Turkeys appear for the first time 
in the poultry list, at ceiling prices 
established last Nov. 10. 

One hundred and twenty-nine 
mew items added to various clas- 
sifications already on the list in- 
clude brands of baby foods, canned 
fruits and vegetables, salmon, 
cereals and flours.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— | 
Nation-wide rationing of liquor 
from distiller to consumer was pro- | 
posed today by Senator Kilgore |

sible solution to the current whisky | 
shortage. 

Kilgore, who is a member of a 


judiciary subcomm'ttee investigat- | 


ing the shortage, told a reporter | 


he believed the Government ought | 


to tighten its control over supplies 


by substituting national rationing 
for the hap-hazard quota sales in- 
stituted voluntarily in many places 
and applied by some states. 

“It may be necessary to go to 
national rationing to protect the 
consumer until this thing is 
straightened out,” he said. “We 
are dealing not only with whisky, 
but with a vital war material, al- 
cohol, and the Government certain- 
ly is interested from that stand- 
point.” 

OPA Has Kept Hands Off. 

In the past the Office of Price 
Administration has avoided liquor 
rationing on the ground that its 
machinery was set to deal only 
with necessities and it did not 
place liquor in any such category. 

Kilgore suggested that an inven- 
tory ef liquor sto: ks in the hands 
of bottlers, rectifiers, wholesalers 
and retailers precede any move for 
rationing “so that we will know 
where we stand.” 

He expressed belief that much 
whisky “is in the hands of rela- 
tively new bottling companies, rec- 
tifiers and others who are hoard- 
ing it. 

If we had rationing controls, 
we could at least force it into reg- 
ular channels and keep it out of 
the hands of black market opera- 
tors.

ON MEDICINE MUST 
OU, SAYS WALLAUE 


Never Again Should Ata- 
brine or Quinine Be Re- 
stricted by Cartel or 
Conquest, He Asserts. 


CHAPEL HILL, N: C., Dec. 11 
(AP).—Vice-President Wallace de- 
clared tonight that the coming 
peace must smash for all time in- 


ternational “monopolies” on vital 
medicines and other elements hec- 
essary to fight disease. 

“The power to condemn millions 
of people to suffering because they 
cannot buy health at monopoly 
prices must be eliminated,” he said 
in a speechgto the Carolina Politi- 
cal Union the University of 
North Carolina. 

Wallace said American manufac- 
ture of atabrine—synthetic substi- 
tute for quinine in the treatment 
of malaria—is licensed here by a 
cartel partner of I. G. Farben, the 
German chemical trust. 

“Six months after the war they 
(the manufacturers) may find 
themselves automatically put out 
of business, for their licenses from 
I, G. Farben'’s American cartel 
partner are good only until that 
time,” he said, 

“We owe it to our people to see 
that these manufacturers are per- 


mitted to produce after the war. 

. » It is part of our task in win- 
ning the peace to see that neither 
quinine nor atabrine nor any fu- 
ture remedy for malaria is again 
restricted by cartel control... . 

“We must not allow special priv- 
jlege here or abroad to stand in 
the way of the struggle against 
disease.” 

It is important that the United 
States maintain the lead in the 
manufacture of vitamins and not 
allow it to fall into the hands of 
German cartels, he said. 


“It is important that the Federal 
Government should keep continu- 
ally posted as to the relationship 
between our leading vitamin man- 
ufacturers and I. G. Farben,” he 


continued, “It is important that 
the Government make sure that 
practices are followed which lead 
to the maximum use of vitamins 
by the people of the United States 
at a fair price.”

St. Louis After 2 Years of War: 
Casualties Mount, Ordnance 
Expansion Takes Up Other Cuts 


444 From Area Have Given Lives — 274 
Killed in Action—800 Million in Plane Con- 


tracts on Hand— 


Still Jobs for All.

St. Louis enters the third year 
of war with an increasingly sober 
public conception of the far-reach- 
ing demands of total war and of 
the peace that will follow. 

Lengthening casualty lists, draft- 


ing of fathers, extension of ration- 
fhe and shortages in new lines of 
oodleumner goods during the last 
year have brought the war home 
with increasing force, and now a 
new development—temporary un- 
employment resulting from changes 
in war production schedules — 
serves to foreshadow the problems 
peace will bring. 

Recognition of postwar problems 
and the laying of a foundation for 
their scientific solution constitute 
one of the city’s outstanding war- 
time achievements, ranking with 
the monumental job of war pro- 
duction itself, 

Neither production figures nor 
postwar plans, however, can ate- 
quately picture the effect of two 
years of war on St. Louis. The 
impact has been cumulative in 
force, and sociological as well as 
economic in effect. 

Several hundred prewar fathers 
were inducted here before the law 
delaying induction of men in this 
class was approved last week. Al- 
though official draft totals are not 
released, it can be said that about 
30 per cent of all the men drafted 
in Missouri have come from the 
St. Louis metropolitan area, 

With the increase in the number 
of flags with blue stars displayed 
in homes which have sent a mem- 
ber of the family into military 
service has come a corresponding 
increase in the number of gold- 
starred flags commemorating those 
who have lost their lives. Since 
Pearl -Harbor, 444 men from the 
St. Louis area have given their 
lives for their country, according 
to unofficial check. Of this num- 
ber, 274 were killed in action, 

A movement to honor these dead 
has been launched as the result of 
a Post-Dispatch story citing 
Seattle’s action in erecting a strik- 
ing monument. Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann has appointed a new 
War Memorial Committee which 
plans a citywide competition to 
bring out ideas for the design of a 
temporary memorial, 


Women Fully Behind War Effort. 

The sight of women in working 
‘slacks or in military uniform has 
become commonplace on the streets 
of St. Louis, evidence that women 
are doing their share in the war 
effort. In many war plants, wom- 
en are satisfactorily filling all types 
of jobs except those calling for 
heavy manual labor, and they con- 
stitute the majority of workers in 
a number of factories. 

Jefferson Barracks, staid old 


new when the first contingent of 
Wacs to be assigned to St. Louis 
marched in and took over such 


ing, photograph developing and 
mapping last March. A_ few 
weeks later, Spars took over 
the Town Club’ Building at 
1124 Locust street as a barracks 
and began to replace Coast Guard 
men qualified for sea duty. The 
first group of Waves to be sta- 
tioned in the St. Louis area arrived 
last June and took up quarters at 
the Naval Air Station, Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, where they are doing 
men’s work. 

A year ago, the Chamber of Com- 
merce estimated that more than 
800 plants and about 100,000 fac- 


rect war production here, with pos- 
sibly 25,000 other persons engaged 
in work which ultimately contrib- 
uted something to war production. 
While the number of plants has re- 
mained virtually unchanged, the 
number of workers engaged in war 
production probably has jumped to. 
about 200,000, the chamber reports 
after a check of major establish- 
ments. Even if last year’s esti- 
mate on number of workers were 
somewhat low, the fact of a tre- 
mendous increase in 1943 is indis- 
putable. | 
Total Contracts Huge Sum. 

St. Louis manufacturers have or- 
ders for 800 million dollars’ worth 
of airplanes and equipment, while 
the St. Louis Ordnance District has 
contracted for more than 480 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of other kinds 
of war goods in the metropolitan 
area. Apart from these orders, 
ammunition contracts run to a 
huge but undisclosed sum. 

While curtailment of small arms 
ammunition production is now in 
progress here, production of other 
forms of ordnance is expanding, 
and Army Air Forces officials re- 
port that manufacture of airplanes 
and aircraft accessories will con- 
tinue without letup. 

A number of important new 
products have been added to the 
varied list of war materials manu- 
factured in the St. Louis area. 
These include amphibian trucks, 
rifle grenade launchers and frag- 
mentation bombs. The 28-million- 
dollar Madison plant operated by 
General Steel Castings Corporation 
as a tank armor factory is now 
being converted to production of 
heavy-duty truck axles, and the 
Curtiss-Wright plant at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field is transferring the 
bulk of its production from attack 
bombers to giant transport planes. 
The Army and Navy have award- 
ed 32 E pennants for outstanding 
work in this area. Recipients in- 
cluded the City of St. Louis itself, 
honored for exceeding its Navy 
relief fund quota, and the St. Louis 
Red Cross Blood Donor Center, 
Eleven war 
plants have received stars for their 
E flags in recognition of excellent 
production records maintained for 
additional six-month periods, and 
three firms have the distinction of 
flying E flags bearing three stars— 
the American Steel Foundries 
plant in Granite City; Broderick 
& Bascom Rope Co., 4203 Union 


boulevard, and Busch-Sulzer Broth- 


jobs as clerical work, truck driv-> 


ers Diesel Engine Co., 3300 South 
Twenty-second street. 
12,000 Jobs Still Available. 


The War Manpower Commission 
reports 12,000 jobs now open in 
this area, and the United States 
Employment Service, surveying the 
needs of 272 major firms, estimates 
that the number of jobs to be 
filled in the next five months will 
be about 32,000. 

But changes in war production 
schedules now necessitate dis- 
charge of 10,000 workers at the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant and layoff 
of between 1500 and 2500 at the 
Curtiss-Wright plant. Although 
workers laid off will have no trou- 
ble finding employment elsewhere, 
the change to new jobs will not be 
effected without hardship, since 
many workers will be forced to 
develop new skills, starting on new 
jobs at lower rates of pay. 

This development has served to 
emphasize the need for postwar 
planning. A number of planning 
groups are now working on vari- 
ous phases of postwar activity, 
with the Metropolitan Plan 
ciation functioning to co-ordinate 
the various programs projected for 
future development, 

The city administration has 
mapped a $59,875,000 program of 
postwar municipal improvements 
which would provide for develop- 
ment of new airport facilities and 
improvements in streets, sewers, 
parks, institutional buildings and 
the water system. Sixty per cent 
of the projected expenditures 
would go for wages, a major pur- 
pose of the plan being postwar 
employment. In this connection 
the Mayor hopes to submit a 36- 
million-dollar bond issue proposal 
to the voters early next year, 

A St. Louls Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development is seeking to 
enlist 3000 business concerns in a 
program of planning for rapid 
conversion of industry to peace- 
time production. A special Cham- 
ber of Commerce committee is 
fostering postwar planning, and 
the City Plan Commission has 


drawn up plans for reconstruction 
of a mile-square blighted area, a 
55-million-dollar project which 
would be financed by private capi- 
tal under the recently-enacted Mis- 
sour! Neighborhood Redevelop- 
ment Corporation Law. 

he St. Louis Office of Civilian 
Defense has been cited for its out- 
standing work. Although forced to 
curtail its budget, the organiza- 
tion is still geared to meet war- 
time emergencies, with 33,000 vol- 
unteers enrolled in the Defense 
Corps and 22,000 in the Service 
Corps. 

141,490 Pints of Blood Given, 
Another striking example of the 
city’s wartime spirit is the work 
of Red Cross volunteers, In the 
last year, 141,490 pints of blood 
have been donated, 92 day rooms 
have been equipped in camps and 
hospitals, 88,740 meals have been 
served to men in the armed forces, 
139,915 hours of work in hospitals 
have been contributed, and 12,474 
persons have received training in 
home nursing and nutrition. Since 
last August, 877 woman volunteers 
have packed 823,249 food packages 
for United Nations soldiers who 
are prisoners of war. In addition, 
there are many other Red Cross 
activities. 

‘Speaking of the city’s spirit, 
Mayor Kaufmann declared in a 
statement to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “Two years of war find 
St. Louis with thousands of its 
young men and women in active 
military service; its working people 
devoting themselves faithfully to 
the production of materials of war, 
and its city administration plan- 
ning a 60-million-dollar postwar 
program to give employment to 
returning soldiers and increase the 
city’s facilities for service to its 
citizens. 

“I am thrilled with the spirit of 
St. Louis, with the attitude of its 
people, and with their inspiring 
determination to build a greater 
city after the war. The success 
of War Loan drives and the happy 
co-operation in raising over five 
million dollars for the War Chest 
are elements that highlight the 
co-operative spirit of our people.” 

Money-Raising Drives. 

The largest charity fund ever 
raised in Greater St. Louis was 
subscribed for the War Chest when 
citizens pledged $5,267,346—$2346 
more than the goal—in the recent 
campaign. 

In the first War Loan drive, 
conducted last December without 
any set goal, St. Louis and St. 
Louis County subscriptions totaled 
$90,257,019. In the Second War 
Loan drive, held last April, St. 
Louisans subscribed $170,571,420, 
exceeding the quota by 82 per cent,

and on Nov. 11, 1943, the latest 
date for which a total is available, 
$201,485,750. Even after making 
allowance for large Christmas pur- 
chase withdrawals, the increase is 
still great. ; 

$2800 Cash for Fur Coat. 

Evidence of inflation. is by no 
means confined to statistics. Two 
young women went into a store 
and bought a $2800 mink coat the 
other day. They explained they 
intended to share the coat—and 
they paid in cash, producing an 
impressive roll of bills. 

Another wartime problem caus- 
ing concern is a sharp increase in 
juvenile delinquency. Circuit 
Judge Michael J. Scott of the 
Juvenile Court Division estimates 
that 35 per. cent of the cases 
brought before him concern chil- 
dren who, because both parents 
work, get little or no parental 
supervision. A police juvenile di- 
vision has been set up to prevent 
crime, and 10 child care centers 
have been established in the last 
year to serve children of working 
mothers.

CHICAGO, Dee. 11. 


PROGRAM calling for 72 airports of various sizes within 
a 60-mile radius of the Loop by 1950 has been drawn up by 
Chicago planning organizations 


which hope to make the 


Windy City “the air capital of the postwar world.” 


The program, prepared by a 
joint committee of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce, Chicago 
Plan Commission and the Chicago 
Regional Planning Commission, in- 
cludes: 

(1) Three close-in major air 
terminals with runways of 10,- 
000 to 12,000 feet, to be used only 
by commercial planes and with 
approach areas protected from 
obstructions by zoning or agree- 
ments. 

(2) Four major inner-belt air- 
ports, 20 to 40 miles from the 
Loop, close to main highway and 
railway lines, with 10,000-foot 
runways equipped for instrument 
flying so any commercial planes 
may be handled. 

(3) Five major outer-belt fields, 
40 to 60 miles from the Loop, 
similar in specifications to the 


inner-belt airports. Two outer- 
belt fields would be in Wiscon- 
sin and one in Indiana, 

(4) Thirty secondary airports, 
within 60 miles of the Loop, with 
runways 2500 to 3500 feet in 
length and hangar space at each 
for about 300 planes, to serve 
commercial and private non- 
scheduled flights and scheduled 
feeder service to main airports. 

(5) Thirty minor airports, with- 
in 35 miles of the Loop, with 
hangars at each for as many as 
60 planes, to be used for train- 
ing. 


New York’s Competitor. 


Chicago visualizes itself as the 
terminus of transpolar airlines 
such as that projected by ‘North- 
west Airlines, Inc., which has pro- 
posed routes from Chicago 
through Alaska to Tokyo, Shang- 
hai, Manila, Peiping,* Chungking 
and Calcutta. To London, Chicago 
claims a great circle route advan- 
tage which it thinks will make it 
a competitor of New York as a 
point of embarkation for a large 
part of the nation. 


“We have every reason to ex- 
pect,” says Mayor Kelly, “that Chi- 
cago will become the central or 
union port of embarkation in air 
transportation for every port in 
the werld.” 


If the Chicago airport program 
was applied to St. Louis, major 
airport sites would be located in 
the vicinity of Clarksville, Warren- 
ton, Union and Bonne Terre, Mo., 
and near Millstadt, Mascoutah, 
Okawville and White Hall, Il. 

Like St. Louis, Chicago faces 
the problem of obtaining a major 
airport site within reasonable trav- 
e] time of the downtown district. 
Chicago's Municipal Airport, al- 


though only nine miles from the 
Loop, is 40 minutes to an hour 
away, depending upon traffic con- 
ditions, A superhighway, reducing 
the travel] time to 25 minutes, or a 
narrow-gauge subway, cutting it to 
10 minutes, have been suggested. 


Municipal Airport Changes. 


One ci the three close-in major 
air terminals will be the present 
Municipal Airport, which has an 
area of 640 acres and 10 runways 
4763 to 7266 feet in length. It has 
cost about 10 million dollars. This 
field would be expanded, runways 
lengthened, and a new terminal 
building and other facilities pro- 
vided at a cost of about 60 million 
dollars. . 

The second close-in field may be 
the Douglass Aircraft airport at its 
factory 16 miles northwest of the 
Loop, a 1500-acre tract owned by 
the Army and developed at a cost 
of about 10 million dollars. It is 
thought probable the Army will 
seek a site further away and that 
the Douglass field can be acquired 
and developed further at a cost of 
23 million dollars. 

A possibility for a third close-in| 


airport is the 1600-acre Glenview 
Airport, an $18,200,000 Navy proj- 
ect, some 20 miles north of the 
Loop, if the Navy does not require 
it after the war. 

Still talked about al¥o as a site 
for the “Union Station of the 
World,” is a suggested man-made 
island in Lake Michigan. This 
fanciful plan several years ago 
caught the imagination of many 
who knew little of airport require- 
ments and reckoned little with 
cost. The dream. persisted as air- 
planes became larger and larger, 
requiring shallower glide angles. 
The is’-nd airport, which was to 
have been but a half mile out in 
the lake when proposed, was 
pushed further and further into 
the deeper water in Sunday supple- 
ment plans. 


Estimates of Cost. 


Finally, last month the City 
Council’s subcommittee on aviation 
got some figures on probable cost. 
H. Evert Kincaid, executive direc- 
tor of the Chicago Plan Commis- 
sion, reported that an island air- 
port of about 3000 acres, where the 
water now is 35 feet deep, would 
cost about $160,000,000. Cost of the 
fill was estimated at $81,200,000 
and breakwaters and a two and a 
half mile causeway, 42 million dol- 
lars, leaving less than 37 million 
dollars for the airport itself, 

Proposed sites for the four ma- 
jor inner-belt airports are near Sky 
Harbor, Lockport and Laasing,’ 
Mich., and Valparaiso, Ind. There 
now are private fields near the 
places, including the 1420-acre Ford 
Motor Co. airport near Lansing, 
worth about $400,000, and the near- 
by Rubinkam Bros. airport of 800 
acres, valued at about $175,000, At 
Lockport there is a 425-acre field 
now being used by the Navy for 
training. 

The five major outer-belt air- 
ports as proposed would be near 
Geneva, Batavia or Aurora, and 
Kankakee or Momence, Ill; La 
Porte or Michigan City, Ind., and 
Elkhorn, Delavan or Lake Geneva, 
and Racine or Kenosha, Wis. 


Users Should Pay. 


In a general discussion of air- 
port financing, the report of the 
planning bodies said: 

“A certain amount of general 
public gunds might reasonably be 
spent to provide airport facilities, 
but effort should be made, insofar 
as possible, to have the users of 
such facilities pay for them. Just 
as the Sttae highway systems are 
supported mainly by gasoline and 
license taxes, so too, might a State 
system of airports be supported by 
taxes on the user of the airports.

U.S. Petroleum Resources Vanishing |, 


As Torrents of Gasoline and Oil 


Are Diverted Into War Channels 


: Rcnitiie Adequate to Pinish 


This Conflict, Says Admin- 
istrator Harold L. Ickes, but 
Never Another of Same 
Dimensions.

A Washington Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. 

ORLD WAR II might well be named 
W »- War of Oil. The petroleum re- 

serves of the United States stand as one 
of its monumental casualties. Domestic sup- 
plies will be adequate to finish the present 
global conflict, according to Petroleum Ad- 
ministrator Harold L, Ickes; but forever after 
it will be impossible for this country to fight 
another, on the same dimensions, out of its 
own oil resources. 

Ickes continued that the United States, 
with approximately one-third of the world’s 
petroleum reserves, is supplying 95 per cent 
of the aviation gasoline consumed on United 
Nations battlefronts. A special Senate com- 
mittee which toured the world theater last 
summer reported that the United States is 
fulfilling 75 to 80 per cent of total Allied 
oil requirements. 

The nation boasts a record current output 
of one and a half billion 42-gallon barrels 
annually. This giant flood is being drained 
off with alarming rapidity. Rivers of gaso- 
line are required by the Air Forces, and tor- 
rents of fuel oil pour into the expanding 
Navy and Merchant Marine,, the Army’s mo- 
torized and armored divisions, the railroads, 
thousands of war factories and essential 
civilian occupations, with agricylture enjoy- 
ing equal priorities with the Army and 
Navy. 

It is acknowledged that the African-Italian 
campaigns and operations against Japan have 
exacted until now mere trickles in compari- 
son with the cataracts of war fuels which 
will be required when and if full-scale of- 
fensives now scheduled are launched in Eu- 
rope and the Pacific. 

Self-Sufficiency Will Cease 

If War Continues Into 1945. 

If the war continues through 1944 and 
into 1945, the Post-Dispatch is assured by. 
responsible sources, the United States will 
cease to be self-sufficient in oi] for war 
and essential civilian consumption, with 
less than zero remaining for non-essential 
civilian use, In the words of one official, 
“the American people have seen nothing 
as yet in the way of gasoline and fuel oil 
shortages." 

A bright spot in the situation is that 
Germany, in respect to oil, is worse off 
than ourselves. No like consolation is 
found in the Pacific. Through conquests 
in the Far East, Japan for nearly two 
years has been master of the globe's fifth 
largest petroleum fields. 

A chart prepared by the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for War in August of this year 
purported to show that crude oil require- 
ments for military and essential civilian 
needs have exceeded normal production since 
the first quarter of 1942; that demand at 
present stands approximately four million 
barrels a day above pre-war output; and that 
the discrepancy at the beginning of 1945 will 
probably be in the neighborhood of six mil- 
lion barrels a day. 

The deficit, together with non-essential 
consumption, has been met thus far partly 
by increased output, which rose nearly two 
million barrels a day between early 1942 and 
the present; and partly by inroads upon

“Even the sales taxes in planes 
and parts, if allocated to the air- 
port development fund, would yield 
significant amounts as the total 
sales of planes increase.” 

Chicago has no funds earmarked 
for airport development and no 
definite bond issue proposal has 
been made. With.a 1940 popula- 
tion of 3,396,808, in a metropolitan 
area of 4,825,527, it had a bonded 
debt of $244,951,032, or only $71.59 
per capita, as of last Jan. 1. Its 
tax rate is the equivalent of $3.24 
on the $100 valuation. 

It is clear that Chicago plans 
to finance directly only the three 
proposed close-in major air termi- 
nals and that it is hoping for Fed- 


eral and possibly some State aid 
in doing that.

stockpiles, which declined for the country as 
a whole, between April, 1942,.and Oetober, 
1943, from 270 million to 230 million bar- 
rels.

Reserves are expected to cross the 
line downward by April of next year, and to 
fall sharply’ to. 40 million barrels by April, 
1945. 

The outlook for civilian motorists. is 
made darker by the fact that the military 
is constantly taking larger and larger gulps 
out of each 42-gallon barrel, for aviation 
gasoline, fuel oil, toluene for explosives 
and butadiene for synthetic rubber. Since 
Pearl Harbor, production of automotive 
gasoline has fallen off drastically in quan- 
tity, and is still dropping. The national 
stockpile of motor gasoline declined from 
68 million barrels in March, 1942, to 32 
million barrels on laét July 31. There has 
also occurred a decided fall in quality, as 
hundreds of thousands of car owners have 
been warned by their stuttering and ping- 
ing motors. 


On the other hand, vast quantities of oil 
are permitted to lie and spoil in stripper or 
marginal wells, which the owners declare 
they cannot operate without loss under the 
prevailing average ceiling of $1.19 a barrel 
for crude oil which is enforced by the Office 
of Price Administration. Wildcatting, or 
exploration in quest of new wells, has suf- 
fered a headlong decline. It has been dis- 
couraged by the same price ceiling, and by 
difficulties over labor and materials with the 
Manpower Commission and War Production 
Board. 


Drilling Deeper and More 
Costly; Pools Are Smaller. 


Moreover, according to PAW, drilling for 
new pools has grown steadily deeper and 
more costly. Such fresh pools are described 
as “consistently small and of minor im- 
portance compared with bonanza discoveries 
during the unprecedented period of 1926- 
1937."

The thickly populated Atlantic seaboard 
has always been a deficit region. In nor- 
mal times it consumed 40 per cent of the 
national oil production, while yielding a 
tiny driblet of 80,000 barrels a day. 

The Midwest section, which formerly 
supplied 25 per cent of the country's pe- 
troleym, has lately become a deficit area 
through the progressive exhaustion of 
fields in Illinois; Oklahoma, Indiana and 
Nebraska. The district’s production of 
1,180,000 daily barrels at Pearl Harbor 
declined to 940,000 last July and will drop 
to 840,000 by next spring. 

The region comprising the Pacific Coast 
states and those west of the Rockies are 
due to cross the deficit line when proposed 
operations in the Pacific, réquiring 52.4 
per cent of its output, get under way. 

The solitary district in the whole coun- 


; try where oil production can be increased 


substantially from known reserves is in 
West Texas. -This prospective surplus has 
been earmarked for growing war needs 
and for redressing shortages in the Middle 
West, which is already, for the first time, 
‘importing and rationing crude oil for its 
refineries. 


With production ability of American oil 
resources declining 1 to 2 per cent a 
month, with output twice the volume of 
newly found supplies and with a rate of con- 
sumption which, if maintained, will exhaust 
in 14 years the known domestic reserves of 
20 billion barrels, the Government is casting 
feverishly about for new streams of petro- 
leum from abroad. 


Control of Mediterranean 
Fails to Produce as Expected. 


Shanpest attention is centered on oil de- 
posits in Iraq, Iran and Saudi Arabia. At 
a recent press conference President Roose- 
velt declared’ that these supplies could not 
become available before the enemy was 
cleared out of the Mediterranean. A pre- 
sumption spread that oceans of petroleum 
products would soon begin to flood into the 
European theater from the Middle East, with 
a consequent abatement of gasoline and fuel 
oll stringencies in this country. 

Such hopes, according to the best informa- 
tion available, are likely to be disappointed. 
The proposed new supplies are today rela- 
tively meager. They will be difficult to en- 
large because of problems of materials, labor 
and transportation. And a substantial pro- 
portion of the output, under plans of mili- 
tary strategy, must be diverted to India and 
Australia, 

Estimated actual production of fields theo- 
retically made available in the Middle East 
and Egypt for the European arena approxi- 
mates 335,000 barrels of crude oil a day, or 
less than one-twelfth the present American 
daily output of 4,250,000 barrels. In rank 
of importance, the sources are as follows: 
Iran, 200,000 barrels a day; Iraq, 75,000; 
Egypt, 25,000; Bahrein, 20,000, and Saudi 
Arabia, 15,000. 

Operations in Iran and Egypt are 10 per 
cent British-controlled; those of Iraq are 
under joint Anglo-American and native own- 
ership; and those of Bahrein and Saudi 
Arabia are wholly American-controlled.

The second basis of criticism has 
been that Lippmann seemed to rely 
for the maintenance of peace 
against any aggressive powers upon 
the actual might and that alone of 
Britain, America, and Russia; fail- 
ing to stress the all-important cul- 
tivation of the good will factor, No 
one who ever read Mr. Lippmann’s 
“The Good Society,” originally pub- 
lished in 1935, could think that he 
ignores such an immense, such a 
vital, factor as good will, or the 
necessity of establishing such con- 


tacts among all the civilized na-)| 


tions of the world as will conduce 
to good will, 


If I have any criticism of the 
book, and it is a minor one, it is 
that in pointing out how effective 
Britain's naval might was in mak- 
ing the Monroe Doctrine effective 
through the century prior to World 
War I, the author rather overlooks 
the immense help to Britain’s aims 
and to the maintenance of her out- 
posts in the New World given by 
American good will and purpose. 

The Yale Institute of Interna- 
tional Studios has been publishing 
some excellent monographs on in- 
ternational affairs, a recent one be- 
ing “The Small Powers and the 
Enforcement of Peace.” The thesis 
is that the small powers, because 
of their military weakness, can 
really do little in a material way 
to help enforce the peace. Primary 
responsibility must, with the ap- 
proval of the lesser nations, rest on 
those powers that have the fleets 
and armanents. Certainly this 
thesis strongly supports the gen- 
eral Lippmann view.

ing and of custom—differences that 
have increased by the spread of 
our polygot population over a vast 
area, as contrasted with a homo- 
geneous grouping of people on a 
small island—that make it un- 
natural for any particular feeling 
of personal affection, so to speak, 
to develop on either side of the 
water for the peoples on the other. 

Yet that does not mean that the 
most solid, enduring, and useful

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[J wnat a Capitalist 
Reads,” Thomas W. La- 
mont, chairman of the 
board of J. P. Morgan and 
Co., wrote in the Dec. 4 is-

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arrangements which united under 
the general principles set forth tn 
the Moscow agreements and thor- 
oughly inclusive of other nations 
of good will, will prove the only 
real bulwark to the maintenance 
of peace. 

“United States foreign policy” 
has had an extraordinary circula- 
tion. It has done our American 
community an immense good in 
clarifying the relations between 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain.

The secret of its 
immense success is that the reader 
at once finds that here is a world 
reporter who has an open mind, 
complete intellectual integrity, and 
an ardent desire to help along 
every part of the world in which 
he finds himself: his own America 
first, of course, but further, if he 
thinks it will do any good, he 
doesn’t mind trimming up the Brit- 
ish Empire a bit here and there. 

I chance to be one of those who, 
after knocking about various cor- 
ners of that Empire, believe that 
we have enough on our hands 


without attempting to run Brit- 
ain’s affairs for her. Further, I 


should deplore any such hasty or 
ill-timed policies as might at one 
blow, as I have said before, free 
the Indians tO come under the 
heel of the Japanese. Nor do I 
see any good purpose served by 
a strained construction of the ad-

Would Blitz Missouri Bugs 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


When the wizards of orchard and gar- 
den meet at a Midwestern horticultural 
conference at St. Louis, Dec. 13-15, one 
happy result could be announcement of 
a new lethal bomb to liquidate the grow- 
ing army of insect pests. What a crown- 
ing service to Victory gardeners, orchard- 
— and, indeed, all mankind that would 

A new bug weapon is imperatively 
needed in the arsenal of production. 
Even the entomologists themselves, in- 
defatigable enemies of the cooties that 
beset us at every turn, are agreed that 
the entire technique of spraying needs 
streamlining to keep pace with modern 
invention. 

The Missouri bug situation has reached 
the point where a full-grown Ozark ap- 
ple tree may require a ton of water a 
season for the dilution of chemicals to 
protect its crop. The handling of this 
much water in heavy spray tanks is a 
big job, slow and costly. It is largely re- 
sponsible for high prices, It is a prime 
cause for complaint among growers that 
fruit growing has degenerated into hope- 
less drudgery. 

Out of the grim business of war may 
come the answer to widespread and fer- 
vent appeals for a simple, cheap and ef- 
fective weapon with which garden and 
orchard pests can be assassinated in the 
mass, Already the pattern for a new 
bomb spray has been fashioned, It is a 
small metal container holding a potent 
insecticide that is deadly to both mosquli- 
toes and flies, but harmless to man. A 
twist of the thumb releases a smoke- 
like fog from this new aerosol bomb. It 
is doing effective work on our war fronts 
in the tropics where mosquitoes carry 
malaria, 

With this preview of things to come 
in the increasing action against bugs, 
we may with a modicum of assurance en- 
vision the Victory gardener of tomorrow 
tossing a few grenades into his cabbage 
patch to speedily annihilate the army of 
worms entrenched there. The Ozark ap- 
ple grower would dust off the coddling 
moths with a few bombs in the tops of 
his trees. His attack would be a Fourth 
of July frolic rather than hard work. 
Liquidating the voracious cooties bent on 
the first bite of his big red apples would 
be the essence of ease and simplicity. 

It is unthinkable that the chemists of 
our day would stand idly by while the 
imposing array of delectable new intro- 
ductions of good things to eat fell prey 
to a mere worm. Our plant breeders 
have created scores of superlative or- 
chard and garden gems for our gusta- 
tory satisfaction. What of it that 2000 
distinct grape varieties have been culti- 
vated by man. That isn’t enough. A 
dozen new sorts, luscious and robust, 
have been introduced during the past 
10 years. 

Among the horticultural notables at 
the St. Louis meeting will be several who 
have made promising contributions of 
new fruits, One, Prof. Stanley Johnston 
of the Michigan Experiment Station, has 
to his credit an entire new family of 
peaches. The new group, which includes 
Halehaven, Red Haven, South Haven 
and Kalehaven, is worthy of space in 
any orchard. The Halehaven has such 


high color, such melting goodness that it , 


is likely to replace many of the old 
standard varieties in the Midwestern 
peach belts. It grows to perfection in 
Missouri. 

New and better plums, apricots, ap- 
ples, raspberries, tomatoes, beans and 
cucumbers are a dime a dozen, thanks 
to an abundant crop of Burbanks at 
every state experimental station in the 
nation. It is not idle to predict that a 
veritable Garden of Eden is at hand, if 
we can but lick our pestiferous bugs. 
Hurry with the lethal bombs!

Balkan Panorama 


Will Turkey enter the war? When will Red 
armies reach Rumania? How soon will the Al- 
lies and bold Yugoslav Partisans join hands? 
Will there be another Salonika? Another ring of 
steel and baritone boom of guns in Vardar Valley? 

These are the questions ‘whispered in the Bal- 
kans, in the shadow of the Gestapo, in the shadow 
of invasion. They are asked in Sofia where a 
Russian military mission visits, where the Bul- 
garian Ambassadors to Berlin, Moscow and An- 
kara have returned to confer with Premier Boji- 
lov, where the second Foreign Minister in a 
month has resigned, where general mobilization 
has been ordered, where Cabinet feeling runs 
angrily against German use of Bulgaria as a 
battleground. |

Is it not true that the Moseow declarations on 
Italy and Austria are the yardsticks that mean 
a people’s peace and freedom for orphan lands? 
Is it not true that the great declaration on Iran 
means an énd to oppression of minorities, the 
restoration of national honor to small nations, 
a place in the sun of peace for the lonely, hun- 
gry, poverty-tattered countries who have had a 
Fascist serfdom forced upon them? Are not the 
freedoms of the Atlantic Charter re-promised 
those to whom any freedom is stranger, those 
who have learned in sorrow the truth spoken 
by Nietzsche: “Masters know no love’? 

These are the questions glowing like little 
flames in the hollow of Bucharest, along the 
Calea Vittorei, in Kisilev Park, in the Obor mar- 
ket place, in the Lipscani. With panic bulletins 
from the Russian front are scanned. There is 
trembling talk of what hag happened to Ham- 
burg, to Berlin, and belongings are packed—a 
change of clothes, a bit of food, a family treas- 
ure—to flee the coming bombs. Antonescu, }is 
Rumanian army spilled on Russian battlefields, 
has no answer to those demanding expulsion of 
the German. 

These are the questions in Athens among those 
who stare at the blasted airfields; in Vienna, po- 
liced by brutal Croatians still loyal to the Nazi 
overlords; in the frowning hills of Buda, on the 
plain of Pest, and wherever in Middle Europe the 
German rules. At last the Allies, hand in hand 
with the Soviet Union, are mastering the delicate, 
deadly warfare of nerves. 

. e . 

On maps, the Balkans huddle in a ragged tri- 
angle, a cluster of color bound by straits and 
seas, by the hulk of Germany, the bulge of Rus- 
sia. In history, they have had dark dedication 
to pillage and pain, to high passions and fierce 
loyalties, to misery and strife and an impotent 
longing for peace among troubled, trampled and 
mistreated peoples. In terms of the present, they 
recall the past—Germany is most vulnerable 
through the southeast; Bulgaria is keystone to 
German empire; none of their peoples have heart 
left for collaboration with Hitler; revolt is in 
the making. To appreciate that present, we must 
newly understand them. 

The low, sleepy valleys of the Maritsa, the 
Danubian tableland, the rugged belt of hills and 
scarps and wooded gorges that are the Balkan 
mountains, the basins and massifs of the Rhodope 
upland—all of Bulgaria has been a battleground. 


It has shed blood in wars and rebellions and 
resistance to conquest since Charlemagne fash- 
foned France, since before the Mongol armies of 
the great Khan crossed the Don to ravage East- 
ern Europe. Bulgarians, realists at politics, their 
ancient fierceness tempered by disillusionment, 
are anxious that home soil shall not be scorched 
again by enemy armies moving. from coveted 
Macedonia, fram the Black Sea, or across the 
border from the land of their old and hated 
master, Turkey. 

Hitler has capitalized on the Bulgarian re- 
sentment of Greeee, which had been granted 
Macedonia and the Aegean coastline, ill-gotten 
Bulgarian gaing of the last war, by the Treaty 
of Neuilly. He gave the armies of the late, 
mysteriously dead King Boris grim work to do 
there, permitting some plunder along with oc- 
cupation. -He fired the old Bulgarian hatred of 
Serbs, kept alive the old suspicion of Rumania, 
played desperate chess, with hot-blooded peoples 
as pawns, to fan all satellite jealousies, Setting 
the Balkan nationalities one against the other 
kept them too weak to challenge his terrible pow- 
er, and it counterbalanced Bulgaria’s Slavonic 
kinship with Russia. 

That game now goeg awry as did the game of 
the Kaiser. Bulgaria was drawn into the last 
war without heart for it by a pro-German King, 
by economic bondage, by the promise of Mace- 
donia. A heavy leaning toward neutrality was 
dispelled by resurgent nationalism for a time, but 
morale had thinned and weariness was a pall 
when Franchet d’Esperey made his summer at- 
tack from the east, between Tcherna and the Var- 
dar Valley, and the dispirited Bulgars, under 
further pressure from Serb, Greek and British 


armies, submitted, speeding the collapse of other 


eastern allies of the Central Powers. 
. . 

Perhaps Bulgaria will have another Stambo- 
lisky, martyr to the Allied cause of 1918, rising, 
too soon, to proclaim a republic. If Russia ap- 
proaches, surely the army will crumble. If Tur- 
key advances, there will be resistance. But be- 
yond any sphere of speculation, in the realm of 
truth, is the temper of a people who long for 
liberation—from false leaders, from a master who 
pretends to be friend. 

The conference at Iran was the stroke of flint 
rasping across the tinder of the Balkans. It 
quivers alike the nostrils of a fisher for sturgeon 
along the lower Danube whose sturdy sons lie 
dead in the Crimea; a miller of Moldavia whose 
stones are bittersweet with the grinding of grain 
for swaggering Nazi Armies. It is acrid and 
familiar to the plowman of the Tundzah valley 
whose scarf of land is rich with the blood of old 
wars; to the war widow of Rustchuk whose to- 
bacco crop dries in a long wind flavored with 

sulphur from its sweep across the Black Sea. 

They are one with the cellar poet of Sofia 
whose lute ig strung for liberty, whose song 
is of freedom, and the uplands peasant of Bosnia 
who fights with his scythe for Gen. Tito, sweep- 
ing it wide for killing instead of for reaping, 
Like Jean-Christophe, they can see in the dark, 
as an owl. What they see, reach toward, pray for, 
is the coming of light. The first glimmer of that 
light came from Teheran.

Why Farmers Should Back Subsidies 


The Mirror

Food producers will lose more than any other group if inflation 
comes, Senator says in indorsing payment plan; tells how farmers 
were ruined by deflation after World War I; stabilization program 
is a major cause of present farm prosperity, and it is now in danger, 


From a Radio Address by Senator Allen J. Ellender of Louisiana, 
Reprinted from the.

Irrespective of politics or of the views 
of various pressure groups, it is the sol- 
emn duty of every member of the Congress 
to exert every effort at his command to 
the end that inflation does not engulf our 
economy, 


I do hot like subsidies, .Nevertheless, I 
strongly. support the present subsidy pro- 
gram, I do not like war, either, but I never- 
theless support wholeheartedly the expendi- 
ture and other programs necessary to win 
the war, I support subsidies because they 
are an essential tool to do the stabilization 
job which must be done if we are to win the 
war and win the peace. 


There is absolutely no doubt that the only 
alternative to subsidies is higher prices of 
consumer goods. Higher prices of consumer 
goods mean a higher cost of living, and a 
higher cost of living will beget higher wages, 
and higher wages will again mean higher 
costs of consumer goods, and soon our écon- 
omy will become enmeshed in a spiral of 
inflation that will not. only wipe out the 
savings of ‘millions of our people but will 
curtail our productivity now, and almost de- 
stroy it in postwar years. 


Subsidies as an Investment 


For every one of us, as taxpayer, consum- 
er, worker, business man or farmer, subsi- 
dies' mean simply an insurance policy—a 
small payment made to avert an infinitely 
greater one which would have to be made if 
we should be forced to pay inflated prices 
for our staggering war program. 

It has been conservatively estimated that 
our war cost.would have been increased by 
68 billion dollars had we paid for mate- 


rial at inflated World War I prices. It 


is amounts of this magnitude or larger 
with which we are dealing when we ques- 
tion whether it is wise to spend a few hun- 
dred millions to hold back the tremendous 
forces which are now pent up in our econ- 
omy. 

I come from an agricultural state. I am 
a farmer myself, I am, therefore, particu- 
larly concerned with the welfare of farm- 
ers, both now and especially after the war 
is over. What I want to stress with all the 
force at my command is that subsidies are 
an insurance policy for the farmers as well 
as others. 


Misrepresented by Lobbyists 


I:think the farmers realize this. I ven- 
ture to say they are being misrepresented 
by those high-pressure lobbyists who pre- 
tend to speak for farmers and descend upon 
us in Congress like a cloud of locusts. 


I have talked with the farmers in my 
State, and I know that the majority of 
them understand the part which subsidies 
play in the stabilization program and un- 
derstand what the stabilization program has 
done to keep down the prices of the things 
they buy without unduly restricting the 
prices of the things they sell. They agree 
that the stabilization program, and the food 
subsidies which are a vital part of it, should 
be retained. I know they fear inflation. 
They do not favor runaway prices. 


It is my contention that if we let the 
bars down and permit the cost of living to 
rise—as it will, as sure as night follows 
day—the chief sufferers, when judgment 
day comes, will be the farmers of our na- 
tion. I believe the farmers know that, 


I should like to take this opportunity to 
point out to the farmers of this nation just 
what they have at stake. 


1. If the subsidy program is thrown out, 
many of the price-support programs of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation are in dan- 
ger. 

2. Farmers should realize that it is the 
price-stabilization program which accounts 
in considerable part for their present pros- 
perous position. 

Notwithstanding the fact that, as a rule, 
prices of what farmers buy usually keep 
pace—or more—with the rise in prices of 
what they sell, prices of commodities that 
the farmers must buy have risen only 34 
per cent in this war,.as compared with a 
rise of 119 per cent of the things the farm- 
ers sell. In World War No, 1, on the other 
hand, while prices farmers received rose 
91 per cent, prices farmers paid rose 71 per 
cent. This is why the farmer is well off 
today. 


Once the stabilization lid is off, the prices 
of the things farmers use on the farm will 
rise and eventually overtake the prices of 
the commodities they sell. If, as is certain, 
industrial wages rise when the price lid is 
taken off, labor costs will also go up, much 
higher than they are now, because of in- 
creased attractiveness of jobs in the cities. 


Recalls Disaster of °20s 


3. When the inevitable deflation sets in, 
farm prices will fall more rapidly than the 
prices of the things the farmers buy. We 
all remember what happened to farmers 


‘after the last war. After the inflation had 


burned itself out in 1920, prices received by 
farmers fell by 41 per cent from their high 
point within a year, whereas prices paid by 
farmers for what they need on the farm 
fell less than half as much, only 18 per 
cent, in the same period. And that is not 
the whole story. 


The prices farmers received maintained a 
steady downward fall and remained at low 
ebb until the present war broke out, where- 
as the prices farmers paid stayed up for 
many years. American agriculture could 
not stand a repetition of this disaster. The 
way to avoid it is to prevent inflation. 


Finally, if the stabilization lid is removed, 
the cost of the war and hence the level of 
the national debt will rise by scores if not 
hundreds of billions, and the interest bur- 
den on this debt will be crushing on all pro- 
ducers. All of us will suffer, but especially 
the tillers of the soil, as they did after the 


last war. 


In short, farmers of America, the whole 
country will lose by the elimination of the 
subsidy program, but you yourselves, taking 
the long view, have more to lose than any 
other group. 

For the future of free America and free 
American agriculture as we know it, infla- 
tion must be prevented at all costs. That is 
why I am convinced that all true and real 
friends of the farmers of our country should 
be for the subsidy program, For without the 
subsidy program, inflation cannot be pre- 
vented.

The nasty things the Axis radio has 
spewed forth in the last decade give Har- 
old Ettlinger material for this book, named 
for his daily column in the Chicago Sun, 
The author, once a foreign correspondent 
and now on the Sun's cable desk, neatly 
weaves together a wealth of background 
material with quotations—grim, humorous 
and mendacious—gleaned from various 
monitoring records. It is a book that any 
studdnt of psychological warfare can ap- 
preciate.

His plans for 
a disguised radio propaganda system on 
this hemisphere are exposed. Especially 
interesting is the chapter which tells how 
Goebbels has cast his spell over American 
traitor broadcasters—Fred Kaltenbach, Rob- 
ert H. Best, Ezra Pound and others—all of 
whom are on the Department of Justice's 
docket for trial some day, if captured alive,

The aimg of Axis radio warfare are 
analyzed, and the reader learns ‘how the 
enemy pounces upon our domestic prob- 
lems to achieve these objectives. Example: 
Tokyo, always striving to discredit the 
white race, found perfect ammunition in 
the Los Angeles zoot-suit escapades and the 
Detroit race riots, 

Heartening are stories of freedom sta- 
tions, such as the one in Holland, which 
flashed a complete description of Gestapo 
headquarters in Amsterdam. The Nazis, 
infuriated and often unable to jam the 
wave-lengths of these clandestine stations, 
set up fake freedom stations.

N addition to their military, efforts, the Japanese are waging po- 
litical warfare in east Asia on a major scale in the hope of winning 


native millions. However, general 


mistrust has made this effort ineffective in most of the conquered 
regions with the possible exception of Burma and the East Indies, 


In three cases the Japanese have 
set up puppet governments, trying 
desperately to convince the masses 
that they shall be free and inde- 
pendent within the so-called co- 
prosperity sphere. 

The people merely stand by, 
tongue in cheek, awaiting what 
they call the “fireworks” when the 
Allies drive the Japanese back 
into their own islands. 


Some Co-operate. 

Some native leaders, most of 
them opportunists who would serve 
any master for the doubtful glory 
involved, really are co-operating 
with the Japanese. But most 
people, with the lessons of Man- 
chukuo and Nanking before them, 
are shying away from any inde- 
pendence that eventually will leave 
them nothing more than slaves of 
the Nippon military machine. 

In Burma the puppet regime, 
powerless in the hands of the 
imperial army, feeding on such 
anti-British feeling as exists and 
bowing under the might of the 
Japanese sword, not only declared 
war on the United Nations but put 
an army in the field to help the 
Japanese in their desperate effort 
to break through into India. 

In the Netherlands Indies the 
Japs are placing some natives in 
understudy positions within the 
military administration and are 
promising the people independence 
when they show an ability to gov- 
ern themselves, 

In the nearby Malay states the 
Japs have prompted their native 
puppets to raise an army against 
the British in Burma, They are 
using this for propaganda pur- 
poses, urging the Indian people at 
home, and in Malaya, French Indo- 
China and the Philippines, to join 
hands in the fight for Indian inde- 
pendence. Some factions, especially 
in the Philippines, were responding 
to the call with men and money. 

The Japanese claimed this move- 
ment was voluntary, yet I saw an 
announcement in a Singapore pa- 
per in mid-October “ordering” cer- 
tain | ijians to report immediately 
for duty with the Chandra Bose 
army. 

Altered China Policy. 

In China the Wang Ching-Wel 
puppets of Nanking were standing 
perfectly still, neither gaining nor 
losing ground. The Japs were 
striving without success to gain 
Chinese confidence. When Shige- 
miteu, an expert on China, went 
into the Tojo cabinet plans were 
announced for an immediate radi- 
cal change in China policy. The 
cabinet warned that Japanese in 
China could expect no _ special 
treatment and simultaneously re- 
turned the Shanghai International 
Settlement, the French Concession 
and the Legation quarter at Peking 
to the Nanking regime. It re- 
nounced Japan’s extra-territorialty 
in China. 

The long suffering Chinese 
looked upon these moves as noth- 
ing more than the age-old Nip 
trick to get a better strangle-hold 
on China. On all sides in China 
one hears the common people 
placidly but confidently discussing 
the day when Chungking and 
United States forces will arrive 
and lift the Japanese yoke. 

In their efforts to convince Fili- 
pinos, Thailanders and Burmese 
that they will have independence 
within the sphere, the Japanese 
are taking the sons of leading 
families of those countries to To- 
kyo for special educational atten- 
tion. The people are told that 
these young men will absorb 
“sphere” philosophy and be edu- 
cated as future leaders of their 
nations. In this the masses also 
find an ulterior motive — an at- 
tempt by the Japanese to create 
future puppets thoroughly saturat- 
ed with Japanese culture. 

In the Philippines the Japanese 
allowed their puppets to create a 
“republic” and adopt a provisional 


plications if United States forces 
reinvade the country. 

In spite of Japanese attempts to 
keep the constitution from the out- 
side world, at least three copies 
were smuggled from the islands. 
Careful reading shows the docu- 
ment closely follows the common- 
wealth constitution, with important 
exceptions. These include one 
which might result in the forced 
use of Filipinos against United 
States forces if and when they 
reinvade the islands, 

Yet the instrument, on its face, 
does not appear too favorable to 
the Japanese, Of course, they can 
kick it around as they see fit. 


What People Think. 

Just what the people think of 
the constitution was best stated 
by an important Filipino whose 
words came to me a few days be- 
fore I left Manila in September. 
He said: 

“The constitution is not too bad. 
It is as good as we could expect 
under present conditions. It does 
not commit us for the future.” 

The people at large have not vote 
or choice in the government. They 
become puppets of the Japanese 
puppets. They are permitted to 
stand on the sidelines, pay their 
taxes, be law-abiding, and serve 
under arms if called upon to do 
50. 
The president—who in this case 
is Jose P. Laurel, politico-lawyer 
who is recognized as puppet num- 
ber one—wears the entire setup 
in his vest pocket. He appoints 
provincial governors and mayors 
who in turn become ex-officio 
members of the Legislature, His 
provincial officials elect one mem- 
ber of the Legislature every three 
years. The Legislator elects the 
president. It is as neat a circle 
of control as Hitler ever conceived. 

The judiciary likewise falls to- 
tally under the presidential ‘hand, 
even in the lower courts, 

One point of the instrument deals 
with development of natural re- 
sources. Corporations must have 
at least 60 per cent Filipino capital. 
The truth of the matter is that 
the Japanese army is in absolute 
control of all natural resources. 
They take what they want when 
they want it, They are living off 
the country and will continue to 
live off it until they are driven out. 

Under “transitory provisions” of 
the constitution this article ap- 
pears—‘‘the prohibitions and Iimi- 
tations provided for in thig consti- 
tution, notwithstanding, the Presi- 
dent of the Republic of the Philip- 
pines may enter into an agreement 
with any foreign nation for the 
utilization of natural resources and 
the operation of public utilities, 
which agreement shall expire upon 
the termination of the Greater East 
Asia war.” 

Many Filipinos wondered why 
the words “foreign nation” were 
used instead of “Japan.” 

Military Provision. : 

The military servitude provision 
appears as Section Nine under the 
heading “The Executive.” It reads: 
“The President shall be command- 
er-in-chief of all armed forces of 
the Republic of the Philippines 
and, whenever it becomes neces- 
sary, he may call 6ut such armed 
forces to prevent or suppress law- 
lessness, invasion, insurrection, or 
rebellion.” : 

In other words the Japanese 
military machine could force 
Puppet Laurel to call the people 
to arms to repel an “irivasion” by 
United States forces. He might 
issue the call one of these days,

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CONGRESS ACTS FOR CONTROL

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
In a move to “prevent disruption” 
of the nation’s peacetime economy, 
the House Naval Committee has 
instituted action to assure Con- 
gress a checkrein on ultimate dis- 
posal of the Navy’s vast holdings 
in property, factories and material. 

On behalf of the committee, 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.)

A Flexible Alliance. 


Strict adherence to the alliance 
must make Turkey a belligerent in 
case war flgres on its Balkan door- 
step.

Under its term either Turkey or 
Britain must come to the aid of 
the other in case of an attack in 
the Mediterranean area. This sit- 
uation arose first when Italy en- 
tered the war and again when 
Greece was invaded. 

Turkey declined in the first in- 
stance because of the chance of 
irritating then neutral Russia, and 
in the second case because it would 
have been Mmilitarily stupid to have 
done otherwise. 

The treaty obligation might have 
been invoked when the Nazis 
routed Allied troops from the Dode- 
canese Islands, The question ap- 
parently never came up and the 
Dodecanese affair is a matter all 
concerned would rather have for- 
gotten for the moment.

N ORTHERN ITALY’S puppet 

regime is now irremediably di- 

vided into two opposite 
camps. The little influence ac- 
quired by reconstituted Fascism 
more through German bayonets 
than by its own appeal is fast 
waning. 

The two opponent factions are 
waging war through press and ra- 
dio, each doing its utmost to im- 

se its views on distressed Ital- 
ans. As a result the population is 
sitting more and more firmly on 
the fence, 

One of the factions has Robert 
Farinaccie as its duce and Cre- 
mona for its capital. It is the more 
extremist and hated. The main 
characteristic of Farrinacci’s ac- 
tivity is a violent anti-Catholic 
campaign, conducted through the 
Munich radio which has been put 
at his disposal by his Nazi over- 
lords, 

Farinacci’s theme song is: “We 
wish to know once and for all 
whether the priests are for or 
against us.” Those disagreeing are 
simply arrested, like the Bishop of 
Cremona, This attitude’ has not 
earned for Farinacci the blessing 
of Italian Catholics nor endeared 
his new regime to the Holy See. 
Rival Less Violent. 

Like all fanatics, Farinacci feels 
that he is the only tough man in 
his party. He thinks Alessandro 
Pavolini and other party members 
are evading trial of the 19 mem- 
bers of the Grand Fascist Council 
who voted against Mussolini. 

Pavolini, formerly Minister of 
Popular Culture in Mussolini's 
setup and secretary of the new 
party, is the complete opposite. He 
condemns the attacks on the Cath- 
olic Church and ferocius reprisals. 
Punishment he thinks should be 
“severe but just.” So far he has 
had the upper hand, as behind him 
stands Benito Mussolini, who, 
though weakened, must still be 
reckoned with. 

In this quarrel between his lieu- 
tenants, Mussolini plays an ever 
diminshing role. According to 
some, he is too ill to take an 
active part in the government. He 
is still reported incarcerated in 
his sumptuous Villa Lago Di Garda 
and “protected” by a considerable 
body guard. 

Breakup of Authority. 

Torn between these conflicting 
influences, central and northern 
Italy are returning to an autono- 
mic status which recalls the days 
when each Italian town was a free 
state. 

Orders from Mussolini's Fascists 
are hardly obeyed outside Venice, 
the seat of the Republican faction. 
Elsewhere regional independence 
is quickly asserting itself, especial- 
ly in the field of economy. 

Rome enjoys the peculiar posi- 
tion of being a neutral zone be- 
tween the Republican Fascists and 
the Badoglio government. 

As for the Germans, they have 
virtually abandoned all pretense at 
collaboration with the neo-Fascists 
and now have a firm grip on the 
country’s reins, washing their 
hands of internal strife. The Ger- 
mans’ primary interest in Italy is 
in man power, materials and food 
supplies, and they are draining the 
country of these,

So they believe the big battle 
line lies far deeper in the “co- 
Mprosperity sphere.”

Communications Role. 

From the Japanese viewpoint, 
the major importance of the cen- 
tral defense line is protection of 
communications.

then jumps to the Burmese rail 
lines leading to Lashio, former ter- 
minus of the Burma road. 

Within the central circle Japan 
maintains widespread land and 
sea communications, mainly east- 
west, from industrial centers to 
battle zones, It must protect its 
outer edges from Allied naval or 
land attacks of sufficient force to 
crippie these supply lines. 

Japan apparently expects an 
Allied assault on southern islands 
of the Philippines, aiming toward 
the key point of Davao. To pre- 
vent that, the navy is charged 
with protection of sea lanes lead- 
ing northward from Amboina, one 
of its large bases, Japanese au- 
thorities, however, have allowed 
their impression to seep out that 
Luzon itself is so well fortified 
and manned that the Allies hesi- 
tate to attack because of the tre 
mendous cost involved. 


Press Refers to Reverses. 

This outline of the Japanese de- 
fenses is available to the intelli- 
gent Japanese through a  »press 
that apparently is becoming more 
outspoken in its attempt to pre- 
pare the populace for bitter de 
fensive fighting.

That is Representative Everett 
McKinley Dirksen’s explanation of 
his candidacy for the Republican 
Presidential nomination. But to 
make sure that he continues to 
serve his country in national] office 
he will run again for the House 
from his safely Republican consti- 
tuency, the Sixteenth Illinois Dis- 
trict, which has sent him to Con- 
gress since he was elected to suc- 
ceed the late Representative Ed 
Hull in the Democratic landslide 
year of 1932. 

Dirksen, who will be 48 years 
old next month, has no illusions 
about his chances at the Repub- 
lican national convention next 
year. It is conceivable but not 
likely he will win the top Repub- 
lican honors. The convention, ‘how- 
ever, will also select a nominee 
for vice-president, and that light- 
ning might strike the curly-haired 
Tllinoisan. There will be another 
Presidential convention in 1948, 
when Dirksen will be 52 years old, 
and the national publicity and po- 
litical associations of next year 
may prove valuable four years 
hence, 

An “Organization Man.” 

As befits one named after Presi- 
dent William McKinley, Dirksen, 
by his 10-year voting record in the 
House and by his public state- 
ments, is ranked as a conservative, 
and on many important issues, do- 
mestic and foreign, he has voted 
and spoken against the Roosevelt 
administration. He is basically an 
“organization man” and stands 
high in .the House and in state 
and national councils of the party. 

Dirksen capitalized his popular- 
ity in the House by getting 36 of 
his colleagues—six from Missouri 
and 11 from Illinois—to sign a pe- 
tition urging him to seek the Re- 
publican Presidential nomination. 

Seated, in his shirt sleeves, at 
his desk in the old House Office 
Building, Dirksen outlined for the 
Post-Dispatch his views on nation- 
al issues. 

Asked for his views on a post- 
war international organization, 
Dirksen, speaking with the precise 
enunciation of a platform orator, 
replied: 

“a peaceful world is a universal 
hope. When war’s exultation ends, 
the peacemakers will be dealing 
with the same people, the same as- 
pirations, the same selfishness, 
the same hates, the same am- 
bitions, the same hopes, the 
same emotions which existed be- 
fore the conflict. That is another 
way of saying that our participa- 
tion in world affairs must be re- 


alistic. 
After This War. 

“Two considerations come to the 
fore. The first is that nations can- 
not maul each other every genera-~- 
tion and survive, The second is 
that after this war, disputes will 
continue to arise. To meet the 
threat of future aggression, there 
must be collaboration in which the 
major nations assume the leader- 
ship. To meet the problem of 
continuing disputes, there must 
be a tribunal before which dis- 
putes can be tried and resolved in 
order to narrow the area of fric- 
tion. 

“Where parties to international 
disputes are stubborn, suitable re- 
straints must be invoked. With- 
out spelling out the details, this 
was the essence of the Republican 
pronouncement at the Mackinac 
conference when it called for col- 


_ Jaboration of sovereign nations to 


curb aggression and provide an 
organization for the application of 
justice. Is it then so difficult for 
men of good will to durably. com- 
pose the franmjyework of amicable 
international ¢onduct if they ap- 
proach the problem, openly and 
without guile, remembering that 
there should be no promises which 
cannot be fulfilled and no commit- 
ments which cannot be enforced? 

“Peace, like government, must 
not only be of and for but also by 
the people if it is to survive. If 
we are to exercise leadership we 
must preserve our, capacity and 
moral force. We can do this best 
by maintaining freedom, candor, 
honor, strength and representative 
processes at home.” 

Urged ‘Moratorium On Hate.’ 

Dirksen is proud that in Sep- 
tember, 1941, slightly three months 
before Pearl Harbor, he pleaded 
on the House floor for a “morator- 
jum on hate,” asked for support of 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of State Hull in the handling of 
the delicate problems of the Pa- 
cific, and approved of aid to the 
Allies in accordance with the lend- 
lease policy. 

The speech attracted national 
attention, because Dirksen had 
been classed as an “isolationist.” 
This reputation was based on his 
votes to strike out the Guam 
authorization, to keep the arms 
embargo and against the Admin- 
istration’s original lend-lease bill, 
against conscription and against 
extension of tthe draft for 18 
months. He voted for the seven- 
billion-dollar lend-lease appropri- 
ation, and much later for the ‘teen- 
age draft law. 

Commenting on these votes, he 
said that he, a World War veteran 
who served 17 months overseas, 
Was against the United States 
rushing into the war, but that 
when entrance became inevitable, 
he supported Administration poli- 
cies. : 

Friend of Farm Leaders, 

Dirksen is counting on the farm 
bloc leaders to help him in his 
presidential campaign. He is a 
close friend of Earl Smith, head 
of the Illinois Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, and of Ed O'Neal, the 
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Federation's national president and 
Washington lobbyist. 

Dirksen’s views on agriculture 
reflect the farm bloc's resistance to 
Governmental regimentation. 

“The essence of a sound agri- 
culture,” he said, “is a free farmer 
whose hope of reward for long and 
arduous toil is an adequate price in 
an open market. The proper func- 
tion of government is not to re- 
strict, manage or contro] the farm- 
ers’ operation but to render such 
aid as further assures a subsist- 
ence for all. Such aid consists of 
sound soil conservation practices, 
the diffusion of useful and scien- 
tific knowledge, the conduct of re- 
search to enlarge the use of farm 
products and a sound farm-tenant 
purchase program, 


“Agricultural adjustment should 
be called into play when required 
and should be free from govern- 
mental domination, pressure or 
promotion. Administrative con- 
fusion and diffusion should be dis- 
solved by lodging authority for 
the nation’s food program in a 
single competent authority. We 
need no new or dramatic devices 
for a sound agriculture. We need 
a return to the inescapable equa- 
tion in which freedom plus rewards 
equals prosperity plus abundance. 

“The parity system is sound and 
should be carried out as intended 
by Congress.” 

Dirksen has not always voted 
as the farm bloc demanded. In 
1940, he voted against the bill for 
212 million dollars for parity pay- 
ments; a year later, he voted for 
the bill authorizing governmental 
sales of wheat below parity and 
against inclusion of farm labor 
costs in parity payments. But this 
session he voted against food sub- 
sidies, a measure opposed by the 
farm bloc. 

Expects Labor Support, 

In his congressional elections 
Dirksen has usually had the sup- 
port of organized labor and ex- 
pects some support from this 
source in his Presidential race. , 

“We must,” he told the writer, 
“preserve free labor, adequately 
protected as groups and as indi- 
viduals. The right to bargain’ col- 
lectively, free from coercion, inter- 
ference and restraint, must be pre- 
served. 

“The right of employes and em- 
ployers to confer as free men en- 
gaged in a common enterprise de- 
serves encouragement, The right 
of a laboring man to enjoy a full 
measure of freedom in his rela- 
tions with his co-workers must not 
be abridged. If free, representa- 
tive government is good for the 
nation, it is good for every group 
in the nation.” 

Dirksen has voted for. many bills 
approved by organized labor, such 
as the Wagner housing and slum 
clearance law, the antilynchirg bill, 
the antipoll tax bill, and the wage- 
hour law. He voted against the 
Smith-Connally labor bill but voted 
to override the President’s veto. 

Dirksen favors extension of the 
social security program, but be- 
lieves that, in covering additional 
groups, the system “should be 
made administratively sound and 
operated on a basis which will pre- 
serve the largest measure of home 
rule for the states.” 

Urges Orderly Taxation. 

Also on the question of states’ 
rights, Dirksen, who ranks seventh 
in the Republican membership on 
the powerful House Appropriations 
Committee, believes that the fed- 
eral and state governments should 
agree on spheres of taxation. 

“The tax confusion of today,” he 
said, “derives from the fact that 
a host of different taxing powers 
are reaching for the American citi- 
zen’s pocketbook and the further 
fact that there has been no well- 
ordered federal spending program 
geared to the system of taxation. 

“There should be some under- 
standing between the states and 
the Federal Government to delimit 
certain areas of taxation. There- 
after, there must be a carefully 
defined program of federal expen- 
diture which meets our needs and 
puts an end to deficit spending or 
spending for the sole sake of 
spending. 

“When such a program has been 
contrived, it must be matched 
with sound taxes. A tax system 
should be a stimulant to and not 
a restriction upon enterprise if the 
problem of full creative postwar 
employment is to be adequately 
met.

“It is high time,” declared Brick- 
er, “that we awaken to the fact 
that the war is being used as an 
excuse to further many dangerous 
prewar policies. Unless these poli- 
cies are reversed by the American 
people, they will unmistakably lead 
this nation to national socialism.” 

Guest Speaker. 

Bricker was guest speaker be- 
fore the forty-fifth annual meeting 
of the Pennsylvania Society of 
New York, traditional sounding 
board for Keystone State G. O, P.

Bricker was introduced by Penn- 
sylvania’s Gov. Edward Martin, 
who called on Government to “get 
out of business and stay out,” as-

New Deal Gathered Power. 

Bricker contended that the New 
Deal, “step by step and with re- 
lentless determination,” sought to 
arrogate unto itself all power. 

He said the number of Federal 
employes in civil positions had in- 
creased five-fold since 1933, point- 
ing out that, aside from persons 
in military service, there were 572,- 
000 Federal employes in June, 1933, 
and approximately 3,500,000 now. 

“In Ohio alone,” he continued, 
“we have today 100,000 Federal 
civilian employes as against 22,000 
state employes.” 

Declaring the New Deal had at 
times “been arrogant and brazen” 
and often “cunning and subtle,” 
Bricker added: 

“All of this has resulted in a loss 
of confidence by the people in the 
executive. branch of the govern- 
ment which has so long dominated 
them. And now with many in au- 
thority talking about rationing far 
beyond the war, about permanent 
controls and restrictions, there is 
a growing loss of confidence in 
the ability of this leadership to 
solve the problems of reconstruc- 
tion and bring about the full re- 
turn of American liberty.” 

U. 8S. Foreign Policy. 

Concerning foreign policy, he 
said “an international organization 
must be founded on continuous 
close-working collaboration” but 
that neither this nor any nation 
should be placed “in an interna- 
tional strait-jacket.” 

“Our desires for peace must be 
implemented by a practical and 
definite program,” he said. “The 
details will be worked out in the 
light of developing conditions and 
after full conference and open dis- 
cussion. Our peace must ultimately 
rest upon the understanding and 
approval of the people of the 
United States. 

“We want no super-Government 
—no dictatorial state to which we 
are subservient. We want no cen- 
tral world authority over us. Nor, 
do I believe, does any other sov- 
ereign nation want a central world 
authority over it.”

It is proposed that the 30 minor 
airports be financed entirely with 
private funds. : 

Traffic Estimates. 

The traffic study and estimates 
upon which the Chicago program 
was based stated that in 1940 Chi- 
cago had 625,000 scheduled air 
passengers, whereas the national 
total was 2,900,000. There were 
51,200 scheduled arrivals and de- 
partures. 

Scheduled air passengers in 1950, 
the report said, were estimated at 
4,800,000 for Chicago and 22 million 
for the United States. Pointing 
out that the average number of 
passengers on each plane in 1940 
was 12, and that this average was 
expected to increase to 24 in 1950, 
the number of Chicago plane move- 


ments was computed at 200,000. 
Since traffic is subject to weather 
and seasonal influences, it was 
considered that a monthly peak 
of 20,000 movements might be ex- 
pected and that the hourly maxi- 
mum would be 83. 
St. Louis Comparison. 

St. Louis, in 1940, had 86,188 
scheduled air passengers and 17,- 
490 plane departures and arrivals. 
Assuming that the number of pas- 
sengers per plane increases as 
transport equipment becomes larg- 
er, and applying the Chicago esti- 
mate to St. Louis, it would appear 
that St. Louis might expect 660,000 
scheduled airline passengers in 
1950 and 27,500 arrivals and de- 
partures. This would indicate a 
monthly peak of 2750 movements 
and an hourly maximum of 11.4, or 
a landing or takeoff of a trans- 
port plane about every five min- 
utes, 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that scheduled air transport 
movements at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field in 1940 represented less than 
7 per cent of a total of 253,659 
takeoffs and landings there. Hence, 
if the estimate taken as the basis 
for Chicago’s planning is accept- 
ed and applied to St. Louis, it is 
obvious that the saturation point 
at Lahbert-St. Louis Field will 
have been reached long before 
pontwar air traffic builds up to 


the 1950 estimate.

Number of Private Planes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP). 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia,

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
made public a letter from Glass, 
who is now ill, in which Glass 


indorsed the administration's Fed- 
eral war ballot plan. The plan was 
killed by the Senate, which sub- 
stituted a “states’ rights” bill pre- 
sented by three Sduthern Demo- 
crats. The substitute charges states 
with the responsibility for getting 
in the armed service votes. 

Opponents of the administration 
plan for Government supervision 
of overseas votes attacked it as an 
unconstitutional invasion of states’ 
rights to set their own voting qual- 
ifications. 

“IT have been and still am in 
favor of giving our armed forces, 
away from home in the Federal 
service, the right to vote in Fed- 
eral elections for Federal officers, 
under Federal authority and re 
sponsibility,” Glass’s letter said. 

“I cannot see that the rights of 
the states are either jeopardized or 
in any way involved in the pres- 
ent controversy.” He said he pre- 
ferred the bill without the “emas-

The smallest producer in fact 
and the greatest in potentiality is 
Saudi Arabia, of which oi] men 
speak in superlatives, with bated 
breath. They describe it as the 
most spectacular discovery in pe- 
troleum history and a reservoir of 
fantastic proportions. <A 60-year 
concession, covering 250,000 square 
miles, was negotiated 10 years ago 
between the picturesque monarch, 
King Abdul Aziz Ibn Saud, and an 
American engineer, Lloyd N. Ham- 
ilton, on behalf of the California 
Arabian Standard Oil Co., jointly 
owned by California Standard and 
Texas Oil. 

Hamilton worked single-handed 
against desperate British, German, 
French and Japanese competitors, 
backed by all the financial and po- 
litical pressure at the command of 
their governments. He was seek- 
ing to introduce an ultra-modern 
industry into a country still lead- 
ing the life of the Old Testament. 
His success has been hailed as the 
century’s most brilliant feat of in- 
dustrial diplomacy. Among other 
things, Hamilton is said to have 
loaned his oil drillers to sink water 
wells in the desert and to have 
placed the company’s machine 
shops at the King’s disposal as re- 
pair bases for his personal fleet 
of 500 motor cars and trucks, 


His Chief Weapon. 


But Hamilton’s principal weapon 
was a pledge to the impatient sov- 
ereign that actual production would 
be started. The British, who had 
previously held the concession, 
gladly paid a yearly fee with 
which, under the contract, they 
were to indemnify the monarch in 
case they failed to develop the re- 
sources. This was done to protect 
their oil fields in Iran and Iraq. 
Because of procrastination by the 
British, King Ibn Saud took away 
their concession and transferred it 
to Cal-Arabian. The Americans 
kept their promise, but war con- 
ditions have held output to the 
microscopic figure of 15,000 bar- 
rels a day. 

The Government took little in- 
terest in the Arabian field until 
last spring, when Brig. Gen, Pa- 
trick J. Hurley, as President Roose- 
velt’s representative, visited King 
Ibn Saud. On Hurley’s return, one 
of the capital’s most occult agen- 
cies, the Petroleum Reserve Cor- 
poration, was set up to procure and 
stockpile petroleum and its prod- 
ucts from sources outside the 
United States. 

PRC started as a subsidiary of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, dominated by Secretary 
of Commerce Jesse H. Jones; 
passed briefly into the hands of 
Foreign Economic Administrator 

T. Crowley and finally 
dropped into the embrace of Pe- 
troleum Administrator Ickes. He 
is president of PRC, and its di- 
rectors are Crowley and the Secre- 
taries of State, War and the Navy. 


Reversal of Policy. 


The establishment of PRC, as 
Ickes has now confessed, marked 
the first step in a dramatic re- 
versal of American policy. Years 
ago the governments of Great 
Britain and other countries recog- 
nized the fact that petroleum sup- 
plies were of paramount national 
concern, and gave their active co- 
operation to private oil industries 
exploiting foreign resources. The 
United States scrupulously avoid- 
ed such entanglements, But today 
the imminent domestic crisis is 
compelling this country to follow 
the example of others. “The Pe- 
troleum Reserves Corporation,” 
Administrator Ickes announced in 
the current issue of the American 
Magazine, “will attempt to explore 
and encourage the national inter-

Cal-Arabian, the Post-Dispatch is 
informed, has decided to spend 50 
million dollars of its own money 
to build a refinery in Saudi Arabia 
with half the capacity of the one 
which was to be constructed with 
Government aid. The undertaking 
depends on the company’s success 
in obtaining priorities on equip- 
ment and shipping space, and the 
outlook is admitted to be dubious, 


It is regarded as probable that 
Saudi Arabia will exert nothing 
like its due weight in the global 
oil industry until after the war, 
and that the Government will Jend 
its support to facilities already ex- 
isting. Two refineries are available 
at present in the region. One is a 
small American plant, with a ca- 
pacity of 50,000 barrels a day, on 
the island of Bahrein, in the Per- 
sian Gulf. The other is a major in- 
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stallation, British owned, at Ada- 
ban, near the head of the gulf. It 
handles the output of Iran. 


Cal-Arabian’s three fields lie 
near the east coast of the penin- 
sula, in the vicinity of Bahrein. 
The distances by water from this 
island to the Suez Canal, and from 
Adaban to the same destination, 
are respectively 3300 and 3600 
miles. The tanker trip would be 
equivalent to a voyage across the 
Atlantic. 


Production in Iran and Araq was 
well advanced before 1939, and 
their output could play no small 
part in supplying the European 
theater if it were not held essential 
to share a considerable portion 
with India and Australia. This de- 


cision sprang from the inability of 
West Coast oilfields, centering in 
California, to fulfill prospective 
requirements for offensives sched- 
uled in the Pacific and Far East.

Having for generations worn the

empire, the United States at the 
end of the war will confront a 
situation in which the strength of 
its policies will depend on the al- 
lotment of global petroleum re- 
sources by the United Nations. Ra- 
tioning of oil as the principal 
weapon of a durable peace has 
been advocated by Ickes, who de- 
clares that one of the greatest safe- 


guards “would be for the peace-/§ 


loving nations to face the future 
with ofl enough for both peace or 
war, while the brutal and un- 
civilized nations would be per- 
mitted to have oil only for current 
needs.” 

Germany prepared against block- 
ade by developing giant industries 
for making synthetic. gasoline 
from coal and shale, and synthetic 
fuel oi] from peat. It also perfected 
motor car and truck engines 
driven by the gas of burning wood, 
The United States, confronted with 
critical petroleum shortages, has 
scarcely given a thought to either 
process, One motor car plant is 
making a smal] number of hickory- 
burning trucks for the Chinese. 


The Senate has just passed a 30 
million dollar bill authorizing the 
Government to inaugurate an in- 
dustry for making synthetic oil 
and gasoline from coal, shale and. 
lignite. Senator O'Mahoney of 
Wyoming, sponsor of the legisla- 
tion, declared that the United 
States has enough coal to make 
annually for 1000 years, all the 
liquid. fuel we are now consuming 
and still have enough left over to 
provide for all other purposes. 
There is shale enough, he said, to 
make three times more crude oil

‘Dim Lustre’ and ‘Judgment 
of Paris’ Feature Night 
Program.

The BaHet Theatre continued its 
‘St. Louis engagement with per- 
formances yesterday afternoon and 
‘last night in the Kiel Auditorium. 
The evening performance, which 
“was presented to an overflow audi- 
ence, was distinguished by the in- 
clusion of “Dim Lustre” and “Judg- 
ment of Paris” both recent compo- 
‘sitions by Anthony Tudor and both 
new to this audience. Moreover, 


both were presented with style and 
“with technical finish. 

“Dim Lustre” with costumes and 
scenery by Motley and with music 
from Richard Strauss’ “Burlesk,” 
was a drama full of allusion, nu- 
ance and psychological overtones 
whose precise significance was not 
always apparent. Nevertheless it 
made a very definite emotional 
impact because of the clean, clear 
lines of its choreography, the at- 
mospheric use of lighting and the 
refined precision of the four prin- 
cipal dancers, Misses Nora Kaye 
and Muriel Bentley and Messrs 
Hugh Laing and Michael Kidd. 

“The Judgment of Paris,” a bit- 
ter little paraphrase of the classic 
legend, was also performed with an 
incisiveness that included a whole 
complex of expressive detail. Janet 
Reed, Maria Karnilova and Lucia 
Chase were equally good in panto- 
mime and in the sharply etched 
outlines of their dancing. “The 
music by Kurt Weill was the baw- 
dy disillusioned music of the gut- 
ter. It was eminently appropriate 
for this satirical little number. 

Mr. Tudor as a choreographer 
has originality, imagination and 
sensitiveness but lacks expansive- 
ness. He makes one think, he even 
makes one feel within a certain 


emotional framework, but he in- 
flames no roaring passions either 
among his characters or his public. 

The performance last evening 
began with Massine’s “Capriccio 
Espagnol” which was danced with 
competence but without much ex- 
citement by the principals and the 
corps de ballet.

They traveled 
250 miles northeast of Winni- 
peg, the last two and one-half 
days by canoe, with only two 
guides for company. One of 
these guides was born within 
the Arctic Circle 66 years ago. 
Each of the hunters shot a4 
moose, and part of Mr. Cald- 
well’s 1600-pound animal, along 
with its fine antlers, was sent 
through woods and around 
rapids to the railroad terminal, 
and thence to St. Louis to be 
served as the main course at 
the party with French fried po- 
tatoes and a chef's salad. After 
dinner the guests played cards,

Chapter One 


HEN I went into the Army I 

was unhappy. I was not per- 

mitted to enter as an anony- 
mous draftee, which would have 
given me a sense of community 
with millions of other Americans, 
The atmosphere of public contro- 
versy which surrounded me as 
editor of the newspaper PM pene- 
trated into the circumstances con- 
nected with my joining the armed 
forces. I was a newspaper man 
and I thought and still think that 
newspaper publishing is an es- 


sential war occupation. But, after * 


all, no one can shed completely 
one’s Own personal bias in such 
matters. I had to solve the tangle 
in my own way and, recalling 
the first World War, when I en- 
listed in the Army at the age of 
seventeen, I threw off my per- 
sonal bias by enlisting again and 
shedding my prejudice in favor of 
fighting this war as publisher and 
editor. I ceased to be unhappy. 

The process by which I ceased 
to be unhappy was the process of 
absorption 4nto that vast commu- 
nity which is the Army of the 
United States. To each man this 
process is personal, intimate, and 
individual. Even if I could en- 
tirely explain it, the explanation 
would be out of place here, but 
I feel I owe this much to those 
who may wonder what has be- 
come of the editor of PM. In this 
book there is little, for instance, 
about what we are fighting for 
or about the political situation in 
Europe or even about what I think 
of the coming peace. These sub- 
jects are missing, not because I 
have lost interest in them—I am 
quite sure there is more think- 
ing on what the war is all about 
in the army than in any other 
large group in’ our society—but 
because—well, I can put it best 
by going back to my thoughts and 
emotions in the first month or two 
of training. 
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WAS then so tired physically 
| that I could only get through a 

day by using every five or ten- 
minute breathing spell to lie flat 
on my back and luxuriate in my 
aches and pains. My friends had 
just begun coming to see me and 
their misguided way of showing 
their sympathy was to be indig- 
nant about “the way I was 
treated.” They felt, in their good 
hearts, that this was something 
their enemies and mine, personi- 
fied by Manhattan’s Draft Board 
44, were doing to me personally. 
Since I was low and dispirited, 
when they went away I found 
myself agreeing with them. I be- 
came so sorry for myself that I 
knew I would have to do some- 
thing about it. 

And these thoughts came to me 
—alone and in bull sessions on the 
bunks in the barracks and in ten- 
minute breaks in the field, talking 
with other men who, each in his 
own way, were going through an 
emotional experience something 
like my own: 

Forget draft boards and legal or 
moral compulsions. Take the world 
as it is today. How would each 
one of us act if we were complete- 
ly free agents? Would we still go 
to war or would we sit this one 
out? : | 

We had been soldiers now for a 
month. That’s long enough to 
know how tough it is for a soft 
civilian to march even five miles 
with nothing but a rifle on his 
shoulders and no pack, how un- 
comfortable it is to sleep on a 
hard and narrow cot. It is long 
enough, too, to know that, man 
for man, in the field, soldiers who 
could walk not five but 20 miles 
and to whom a cot was not a 
hardship but a fuxury, would have 
very little difficulty killing us. 
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Tait military phrase for a soldier’s 
mission is quite explicit. It is to 
impose one’s will on the en- 
emy. At the end of a month in the 
army we knew—and it was quite 
a startling bit of new knowledge— 
how weak we were, how easy it 
would be in a showdown for any- 
one to impose his will on us. If 
we were not yet disciplined, we 
dreniy knew the value of disci- 
pline—for already we had been 
lost on marches, we had mock- 
fired in mock skirmishes on those 
who were supposed to be our 
friends. We knew, all the big talk 
aside, how we stank. We also 
knew, fresh in the morning, march- 
ing in solid columns, swinging 
out from camp with our new M-1s 
on our shoulders, just how tough 
an army that was good could be. 

Well, the German army was 
that good—as good as we felt in 
the early morning, as good as the 
best of our daydreams about our- 
selves. All right, so that’s the 
German army and maybe the Jap- 
anese army, too. And there are 
all these armies in the world, our 
sworn enemies—our sworn ene- 
mies whether we were Republicans 
or Democrats, bright or stupid, 
skilled or unskilled. 

So now, thinking it over, talking 
it over, what would we do—today 
—if there were no draft boards, no 
sudden impulses to enlist? Well, 
this was the choice that we now 
understood: that either we ac- 
cepted the will imposed by armies 
made up of stronger, tougher, bet- 
ter soldiers than we, or else we— 
first individually and then collec-

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The following year found him 
on the go again. This time, 
disappointed by the lack of real 
news from Russia, he decided to 
see for himself. Traveling by 
ship frem San Francisco to 
Hawaii, by plane to Manila and 
Chungking, and by train from 
the Chinese-Siberian border to 
Moscow, he arrived in the Rus- 
sian capital on Aug. 15, 1941, 
after being unreported for eight 
days. His experiences in Rus- 
Sia and China resulted in a new 
book, “Action On All Fronts.” 

In July, 1942, the then 41- 
year-old editor, solved an unfor- 
tunate draft board mess by en- 
listing in the Army for the sec- 
ond time in his life—he volun- 
teered in World War I at 17. 
Ingersoll found the going pretty 
tough at first for as he himself 
says, “When I first went into 
the Army I was unhapp.y” He 
thought that he could be of 
greater help as an editor and 
publisher than as a_  fortyish 
fighting man. But as he ex- 
plains in “The Battle Is the 
Pay-Off,” the process “by which 
I ceased to be unhappy was the 
process of absorption into that 
vast community which is the 


what we would do if we were free 
agents. Most of us felt, some of 
us knew, that we were still free 
to accept or reject the ultimate 
challenge. We were not really 
committed yet. Very few of us 
would ever fight. The army, we 
saw, was plenty big enough to 
carry any given individual or 
group of individuals who chose to 
remain noncombatant throughout 
the war. The combatant idea was 
not dependent upon whether one 
became an infantryman with an 
assignment to a combat regiment 
but on whether one accepted per- 
sonally the challegene to submerge 
oneself into the army and live 
wholly to make it stronger. 
These were the thoughts that I 
and many others had and talked 
about in the summer of 1942, in 
the training battalion of the 533rd 
Engineer Shore Regiment at Camp 


Edwards, Mass. They frightened 
me because I did not know how it 
would come out with me and also 
because I wondered, looking about 
me, whether we as a nation, as a 
people, would understand the in- 
exorability of the cheice. Would 
enough of us choose to resist 
rather than to submit? Were we 
really committed? It was painfully 
obvious to the most casual ob- 
server in the summer of 1942 that 
Americans did not then under- 
stand. The pace of the army’s 
training, the controversies in the 
papers, the crowds at the USO, 
the ceaseless murmuring tide of 
talk, talk, talk, from one contl- 
nental coast to the other, the silly 
nonsense on the advertising bill- 
boards, the bad taste of the 
speeches to raise money for war 
bonds — everywhere one turned, 
there were the symptoms. The 
whole American world seémed un- 
conscious of what were the only 
realities to us in camp. The hard- 
ness of the ground when you threw 
yourself on it making mimic 
charges—that was real. The hard 
ground symbolized the truth that 
only the hardness and discipline 
and self-consecration of millions 
could produce an army that could 
impose its will on the enemy who 
was attempting to impose his will 
on us,

CHING on the ground, I thought 
A of the softness of a bed. Hungry 

on the cook’s bad day, I thought 
of the dinner that I had the money 
to buy if I were somewhere else. 
And I understood the appeaser for 
the first time. The appeaser, I 
thought, was simply a more imag- 
inative man than I. He was sim- 
ply a man who could look ahead 
and see the price he would have 
to pay for opposing the will of the 
armed enemy. Feeling the soft- 
ness of his bed and thé cool caress 
of the sheets and the peace that 
comes only with the full belly, he 
knew he would be content to sub- 
mit*to the conqueror just to be al- 
lowed to stay where he was. I 
membered the old soldier’s story 
about the private in Stonewall 
Jackson’s army. The old private 
had marched his feet off. He was 
sore and hungry and miserable 
and barely able to keep up with the 
column, when Stonewall Jackson 
rode alongside and asked him how 
he felt. The old soldier trudged 
in silence for a moment, then he 
said soberly: “I’m all right, Gen- 
eral, But God damn my soul if 
I ever love another country.” 


There in the training battalion 
I could go back over my whole 
life and everything I had loved 
and what had given me satisfac- 
tion and what had made me un- 
happy, uncomfortable, or  de- 
pressed. On the one side of the 
ledger there was the way of life 
that was gone, but on the other 
there was everything else. There 
was love and work and faith and 
the hope for the future of man 
that alone makes the terror of the 
present livable. There was every- 
thing except physical comfort, 
which grew suddenly insignifi- 
cant. There was no way back out 
of the army, or even into a soft 
job in the army. At 42 years of 
age, I might never fire a rifle, but 
there ‘was only one way, now that 
I was in the army, and that was 
towards becoming the best soldier 
with all my long inventory of limi- 
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tations—that the army and I could 
make of me, 

With these thoughts, and with 
the gradual hardening of muscles 
and the acclimatization to or ac- 
ceptance of the army, or whatever 
the process should be called, I 
ceased being unhappy. I also 
ceased being the editor of PM, 
ceased being a journalist. I became 
one-fourth-millionth or one-seven- 
millionth or one-eighth-millionth 
part of the Army of the Wnited 
States—for the duration. I do not 
yet feel I know the answer to how 
good an army we are or will be. 
I admit, however, to a faith in us 
I did not have when I was in 
training and which I acquired 
slowly and only after many doubts. 
We are still not as good an army 
as the Russian or the British or 
the Chinese—let alone the Ger- 
man, I have no first-hand knowl- 
edge of the Japanese. But anyone 
who has been in the army for 
nearly a year will have felt at one 
time or another what, coming back 
from Africa, I felt most strongly— 
that as an army we are alive and 
growing. We grow in strength and 
perception because we are young 
and healthy. And we are big 
physically and can lose much blood 
without our wounds being mortal— 
terrible as id the sight of that 
blood flowing away. This is writ- 
ten in that faith in the American 
Army that I have just confessed. 
It is also written with love and 
admiration. 
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HE orders came at 5 o'clock in 

the afternoon. I was sitting in 

the sun outside the battalion 
headquarters and I was bored. Bat- 
talion headquarters were in the 
last of a row of one-story mud 
houses. The half-track crews had 
the guns out and were cleaning 
them on the ground. The men 
were sitting cross-legged or were 
sprawled out, working on the guns 
with grease-blackened tooth- 
brushes and bits of rag. 


The houses were on the edge of 
the big square in Gafsa, right 
where the road from Feriana came 
into it and turned left, From there 
the road wound down through the 
town, went out into the naked 
desert and forked north and east. 
And to the north and to the east 
the enemy waited. Ten feet from 
where I lay, an MP in a white 
helmet stood directing traffic 
along this road. The traffic 
was inconsequential now. The 
armor had followed the infantry

the far side of Gafsa., 


I was bored because I wanted to 
be out with A company. A com- 
pany was reconnoitering the site 
for another mine field. I enjoyed 
reconnoitering and all my friends 
were in A company. But instead 
of being with them, I wag sitting 
there in front of the battalion 
headquarters because the colonel 
had sent for me but had been

away when I got there—and that 
was now four hours ago. There 
Was a first-class rumor around 
that afternoon. This rumor had it 
that, having taken over Gafsa and 
“consolidated the position,” we 
were going to be pulled out of the 
line and sent north. And then, in- 
stead, came the order to go into 
battle. 


The lieutenant colonel who com- 
manded the engineer battalion was 
a tall, good-looking man in his 
thirties.

is a widow with five children 
at home, plus two that are 
grown. Mary has been receiving a 
widow's pension from the State of 
Illinois. When her grown son en- 
tered the navy, she obtained about 
$120 in a lump sum to cover his 
first few months in service. 

“I had always wanted an electric 
mixing machine to stir up cakes,” 
she said, “so I spent $45 for one of 
them. 

“It looked like it would be handy 
for the children to use in stirring 
candy, too.” 

Mary isn’t a moron in intelli- 
gence. She has a quick wit and 
enough mental alertness to make 
a good score on an intelligence 
test. But she doesn’t have good 
judgment, at least as regards 
money. 

She doesn’t differ, however, in 
that regard from millions of other 
Americans, including a large num- 
ber of our college graduates. You 
may scintillate with intelligence 
and still lack horse sense. You 
may boast of a college diploma and 
still not have practical judgment. 
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Mary is a beautiful example to 
show that intelligence and judg- 
ment are not synonymous. One is 
innate while the other must be ac- 
quired, just like piano playing. Un- 
fortunately, we are not teaching 
practical economics and practical 
judgment to our school children, 
so they often graduate from our 
colleges without enough common 
sense to earn a living or avoid 
divorce. 

American education can be In- 
dicted on three serious counts. 
First, it is not giving our youth 
proper moral instruction. Second, 
it is still ignoring too generally the 
vital subject of sex instruction. 
Third, it is failing to teach chil- 


dren horse sense, including good 
financial judgment. 

American youth must be taught 
the value of money. They must be 
educated in bookkeeping and op- 
erating a home on a budget. They 
need to be given a business intern- 
ship to the extent that they learn 
how to buy, merchandise their 
wares and then sell at a profit. 

An American newsboy often 
knows more p economics 
than many college professors of 
economics and political science! 
I'm not joking! 

Communism is spreading in this 
country because we have millions 
of scatter-brained Americans like 
Mary today, who rate high enough 
on intelligence tests, or may have 
college diplomas, but do not have 
horse sense. They do not even 
know the meaning of money. They 
haven't worked for it.

“AND THAT’S WHAT you fel 
lows call collaboration. Either the 
conductor doesn’t care because he 
doesn’t have time to rehearse 
properly with the soloist or he 
doesn’t rehearse because he doesn’t 
care. Surely he must know that 
what he does has an effect on 
what I do. Once I was playing 
with an orchestra in the East. It 
wasn't a good orchestra and the 
conductor seemed to be. indifferent 
to the whole thing. So at the re- 
hearsal he told the men ‘Just 
watch him and do what he does.’ 
It was a good performance—” 

“Are you suggesting that the 
goloist should conduct the rehear- 
eal?” I asked. 

“Tt wouldn't be a bad idea,” Mr.

It is true, however, 
that most symphony orchestras de- 
vote less rehearsal to a concerto, 
uniess it is a wholly new work, 
than to any other numbe of 
equivalent musical importance. 

If a conductor has so much time 
to divide among an  0overture, 
Brahms symphony, a Beethoven 
concerto, the latter should receive 
the greater part of it since the 
adaptation of the orchestra to the 
style of the soloist presents a prob- 
lem which will not be present in 
touching up a familiar symphony. 
In general] the symphony gets the 
greatest attention and the concerto 
is polished off in one, or perhaps 
two rehearsals of an hour.

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AJOR EVELYN B. NICHOL- 
SON of the Women's 
Army Corps is one of the 
growing number of American 
women who proudly wear the 
ribbons of foreign military serv- 
ice. She recently completed a 10- 
month tour of duty in North 
Africa, where she was sent as a 
member of the first W A C detach- 
ment to go overseas. One of the 
oungest officers of her rank in 
the corps, since her return to this 
country she has been made direc- 
tor of the Third WAC Training 
Center at Fort Oglethorpe, 
Georgia. Major Nicholson, who 
was Raed in Kansas City, is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William 
M. Burk, 4032 Utah street, St. 
Louis, and the wife of Staff Ser- 
geant Bryan F. Nicholson, now 
stationed in the Aleutians. After 
raduation from Roosevelt High 
hool, she attended the City Col- 
lege of Law and Finance and re- 
ceived an LL.B degree in 1938 and 
a master’s in 1940. She entered 
law practice then, with an office 
in the Pierce Building, and served 
a term as president of the 
Women’s Bar Association. She 
enlisted in the W AC (it was then 
the WAAC) July 8, 1942, with 
the first b pin: of St. Louls women, 
and in August of that year grad- 
uated with the first officer candi- 
date class at Fort Des Moines. 
After service at Fort Des Moines 
and at WAC headquarters in 
Washington, she was assigned to 
a headquarters company that was 
to become the first overseas 
WAC unit. This unit landed in 
Africa in January, 1943, shortly 
after Mrs. Nicholson had been 
promoted to captain. She was 
executive officer of the company, 
later secretary to the Chief of, 
Staff, Army Service Forces, in 
North Africa. She found the 
African assignment “not fun,” 
what with long hours of work, 
crowded quarters, unpleasant 
weather and little variety of food, 
but declared afterward, “Not one 
of us would have missed the ex- 
perience for anything.” She had 
a special thrill when she com- 
manded a'WAC platoon that 
was reviewed by General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. She thinks “my 
girls’ did “a fine job,” working 
hard and wise-cracking in the 
face of difficulties.
